WASHINGTON, May 5.—Senator Charles 
E. Culberson of Texas has prepared a 
statement bristling with interesting his- 
torical facts to prove that Texas was 
formerly a part of the Louisiana Pur- 
chase. 

When Ex-Gov. Francis made his speech 
before the house committee in behalf of 
the bill to commemorate the centennial an- 
niversary of the ‘“Loulsiana Purchase he 
omitted Texas in naming the states which 
thhad been carved out of Louisiana terri- 
tory. 

Senator Culberson accosted Gov. Francis 
in one of the corridors of the Capitol and 
asked him why he hesitated to include 


Texas in the list of Louisiana Purchase 
states. 

“Yoa need have no fear of having the 
historical correctness of the statement that 
Texas was a part of the purchase ques- 
tioned,”” said the Senatgm ‘I can prove 
that it was beyond aldestion.” 

“We would be deligi@ 1 if you would do 
po,’’ résponded the Governor. ‘Texas is 
with us in spirit; we would be pleased to 
know she is blood kindred.” 

In response to Gov. Francis’ invitation 
Senator Culberson has prepared a state- 
ment as to the claims of Texas to be 
regarded as part of the Louisiana Purchase, 
in which he says: 

‘“Thére can be no doubt that Texas was 
@ part of the Louisiana Purchase. The 
territory now known as Texas was discov- 
ered and settled by the French under La- 
Salle, who landed near the entrance of 
Matagorda Bay in 168. At that time the 
nearest Spanish settlement was in the 

roximity of Tampico. On this subject 
foakum, in his history of Texas, thus 
states the historical facts: 

“The Spaniards had not yet penetrated 
east of the Rio Grande, at least below the 
Paso del Norte, and LaSalle was still en- 
deavoring and hoping to establish the fact 
that he was in the vicinity of one of the 
mouths of the Mississippi. Texas, to him 
and his people and afterwards his nation, 
was part of Louisiana. He had discovered 
the mouth of thé great river, the coast 
thence to the confines of Mexico, had 
pianted a colony on one of the rivers, had 
stocked it with domestic animals and 

lanted it with the seeds of husbandry. 

y all the rules, then, of national law, 
apart from the claim of the Indians, the 
country was French, and, if ig oer to 
call ft so, a part of Louisiana. ihe coun- 
try was French by right of discovery. To 
Spain it was utterly unknown. 

‘This claim was maintained, among oth- 
ers, by Messrs Pinkney and Monroe in a 
letter to the Spanish minister of foreign 
affairs in 1805, and by John Quincy Adams, 
the secretary of state of the United States 
in 1818, as appears from volume 12 of the 
American state peers. The same opinion 
Was entertained by Jefferson, Madison, Liv- 
ingston, *Jackson and Van Buren. 

“After this discovery and settlement of 
Texas by the French in 1685 it was includ- 
ed in the grant made by Louis XIV to 
Crozvat, Marquis Duchatel, in 1712. It was 
subsequently ceded to Spain in 1761 and in 
1800 it was receded to France as a part of 
Touisiana by the treaty of San Ildefonso. 
By the first article of the treaty between 
Franee and the United States in 1803 the 
colony or province of Louisiana, which be- 
yend all question included Texas, was 
ceded by France to the United States, the 
western boundary line of Texas being the 
Rto Grande River—called sometimes in 
the treaties of the times Rio Bravo. By 
the treatv of 1819 between the United 
States and Spain the boundary between 
the two countries west af the Mississippi 
River, so far as Texas was concerned, was 
made the Sabine River rather than the Rlo 
Grande, and consequently Texas was thefe- 
by ceded to Spain. In 1824 Mexico. bv revo- 
lution,. separated herseif from Spain an 
became an independent republic, and the 
territory of Texas, with that of Coahuila, 
tecame one of the Mexican states under the 
title of Coahuila and Texas. In 1836 Texas 
achieved her independence, and became an 
independent republic, and in 1844 negotiations 
were begun for the annexatio of Texas to 
the United States.

tion whether Texas was criginally included 
in the Louisiana Purchase and had at one 
time belonged to the United States. So far 
as I know the proposition was not dis- 
puted by any public man of that time, The 
Democratic national platform of 1 de- 
cleared for ‘the re-annexation of Texas at 
the earliest practicable pericd.’ <As_ early 
as April 22, 1844, James K. Polk, in a_ letter 
to Salmon P. Chase and others of Cincin- 
nati, declared for the re-annexation of Tex- 
as, saying. among ather things, that the 
Spanish government itself in 1819 was satis- 
fied of the validity of the title of the 
United Siates to Texas under tne treaty of 
1%0S, and that in his Judgment Texas was 
unwisely ceded te Spain by the treaty of 
1819.. He reiterated this opinion in his in- 
augural address as President. 

“It seems also that John Quincy Adams, 
who, as secretary of state, negotiated the 
treaty of 1819, ‘saw that a mistake had been 
made, and while he was President endeav- 
ored to restore the boundaries of the 
United Staittes to the Rio Grande. <Atnong 
other public men who maintained that 
Texas was included in the Louisiana Pur- 
chase of 1808 and ought to be re-annexed 
to the United’ States are Pres-dent T yler, 
in bis message of April 22, 1844; Mr. Fenton 
in speeches in the United States Sctate, 
and Mr. Clay in his Raleigh letter, writ- 
ten in 1844."’

bitious and enthusiastic crowd found its 
way higher up. It crawled to the dizzy 
heights of the roofs and sat there and 
sweltered—for it was warm up on the tin 
and tar coverings with the sun shining 
brightly—and endured the discomfort that 
they might have a view of the great pro- 
cession. 

The effect of thi& extemporaneous ar- 
rangement was to impress those in the 
parade with the idea that the very walls 
of the buildings were made out of men, 
women and children. 

The great Broadway throng acquited it- 
self nobly of its share of the delightful 
task of showing Admiral Dewey how much 
he is beloved by the citizens of St. Louts 
and the surrounding territory. At no place 
along the entire route was the demonstra- 
tion more impressive or hearty, and cer- 
tainly the admiral did not see as yoo / peo- 
‘e along any other particular section of 
he route. 

Then the admiral’s carriage swept into 
Broadway from Clark avenue a mighty 
cheer went up from the throng congre- 
gated at the crossing. It grew in volume 
as it passed up the street, and, by the time 
the carriage was well on !ts way up the 
thoroughfare the entire Broadway crowd 
were splitting their throats with lusty hur- 
rahs. The admiral stood in his carriage 
and doffed his famed admiral’s hat, bow- 
ing to the right and left, in recognition of 
the recept'on. So great was the enthusi- 
asm and so heartily did the people show it 
on first glimpse of him, that he did not sit 
down until he had traveled a block. 

A Boaging incident occurred as he passed 
the Southern Hotel. A dogen or more pret- 
ty girls in rainy-day skirts and white-and- 
blue sweaters stood on the second-story 
balcony. As the man of the day approached 
they sang patriotic songs and waved tiny 
flags. He saw them, smiled and bowed at 
each of them in turn. Several times, after 
he was far up Broadway, he turned in his 
seat and looked at them; and they were al- 
ways singing and waving their flags when 
his eyes fell upon them. 

The arder was passed back frequently to 
halt in order to give the police time tn 
which to clear the crowded etreet.

He was gracious in 
receiving these tributes of love and honor, 
and there was not a parent who presented 
a child to him who did not wish that he 
had 1000, if Dewey would speak to all of 
them as kindly and show as deep an in- 
terest in them. 

The admiral’s carriage reached Olive 
street just 45 minutes after it turned into 
Broadway from Clark avenue. There he 
was greeted by another immense throng 
that was as noisy in its welcome as it could 
make itself. When the carriage was oppo- 
site the Post-Dispatch office the honoreé 
guest was presented with a handsome bou- 
quet of American Beauty roses by Isidore 
Rutstein on behalf of his fellow newsboys 
of the Post-Dispatch.

JUDGE SPRINGER FILES REPLY 
TO MISSOURI’S ARGUMENT. 


ST. LOUIS GUILTY OF LACHES. 
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Windy City Claims the Supreme Court 
Has No Jurisdiction and the Peo- 
ple No Cause for Complaint. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 58.—Judge 
William M. Springer, counsel for the Chi- 
cago Drainage Canal Co., flled with the Su- 
preme Court this afternoon the brief of 
the State of INinois and the Sanitary Dis- 
trict of Chicago in reply to the brief and 
argument of Missouri and St. Louis on the 
question of the jurisdiction of the court. 

This completes the briefs on the point 
raised by the Drainage Canal in the first 
instance, and until the Supreme Court 
passes upon the question of jurisdiction 
there is nothing more to be done by elther 
party to the svit. af 

In his brief filed this afternoon Judge 


Springer says: 

‘The case of complainant, as disclosed 
by the bill of complaint, is not one of the 
enumerated cases which may invake the 
original jurisdiction of this court. That 
the bill of complaint in the case at bar does 


not present a civil controversy such as is 
contemplated by the constitution, the cases 
cited in agg oot of complainants’ conten- 
tions fully dGemormstrated. Many of them 
are in the names of the people, while they 
are brought by the Attorney General, who 
merely stands for the people in this case. 

“Every proceeding for the abatement of 
a public nuisamoe is either criminal oar 
quasi criminal in its nature. It cannot be 
regarded as a civil controversy. The usual! 
remedy for such a nuisance, which is pure- 
ly public in its character, ts by indictment, 
brought on behalf of the public by the 
proper officer. 

“Equity has jurisdiction to prevent or 
suppress nuisances in both public and pri- 
vate, where the nature of the case is such 
that ample redress cannot be offered by 
the ordinary tribunals. But the proper 
method of redressing a public nuisance is 
ordinarily by indictment. The statutes tm- 
posing penalties for maintaining public 
nuisances are generally held not to super- 
sede this common law remedy. Im ali these 
remedies the object is the suppression of 
the nulsance, and whether the remedy be 
by indictment or by injunction, the nature 
of the proceeding is not changed. The rem- 
edy is either criminal or quasi! criminal. 
and in neither case can it be said to be a 
civil controversy such as is contemplated 
in the Constitution and the Revised Stat- 
utes of the United States. 

‘The bill of complaint in the case at bar 
does not state facts sufficient to entitle 
complainant to ultable relief. 

“In support of this contention counsel for 
defendants cite their Drief and arguments 
filed herein, in support of their objection to 
the granting of a preliminary or temporary 
injunction in the case. 

‘We are of the opinion that the bill of 
complaint in this case shows upon its face 
that the complainant is gulity of laches. 

“Counsel for defendants contend that

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Peansylvania’s “Great Gush- 
er’? Running at the Rate 
of $1000 a Day. 


WEALTH IN THE MOUNTAINS. 


IT IS MAKING MILLIONAIRES OF 
POOR FARMERS AND RICH 
MEN OF TRADES PEOPLE, 


A Romance of Fortune Deserving a 
Place Beside the Bonanza Tales 
of California and 
Nevada.

BOLVER, Tioga County, N. Y., May 5.— 
A river of oil has created g,gecond Klondike 
just over the line in Pen. sylvania. It has 
made a city of a mountainside hitherto sa- 
cred to rattlesnakes. 

It has added millions to the real estate 
values and made heiresses of poor farmers’ 
daughters for many a mile around. 

Most important of all, it has proved that 
the geologists were wrong when they de- 
cided,» years ago, that oil] would never be 
tapped east of the Allegheny watershed, 
and it suggests the possibility of the world’s 
oil market being flooded to such a degree 
as to bring prices down to next to nothing

month ago.

The story of the “Great Gusher,’ as it 
is known in the parlance of oil men, is one 
of the romance of fortune, deserving a place 
Peside the bonanza tales of California and 
Nevada. Those for whom the well is pour- 
ing forth its. $1000 a day are country mer- 
chants and professional wren, formeriy of 
moderate means, none of whom knew any- 
thing about the oil business. 

The drilling of the “Great Gusher’ was 
@ forlorn hope. The company had already 
drilied one well on its lease of 15 acres 
and had found the sand as dry as powder. 
Uner the terens of the lesse a forfeit would 
have to be paid if two wells were not sunk. 
The forfeit would amount to about the same 
logs as the drilling cf a well.

TERPRISE IN LONDON. 


TO BUILD UNDERGROUND ROAD. 


New York Hears That He Means to 
Dispose of All His Interests in 
the Windy City. 


NEW YORK, May 6.—Charles T. Yerkes, 
who recently closed out the larger part of 
his Chicago street railway interests to a 
Syndicate of New Yorkers, is about to em- 
bark in enterprises in a broader field and on 
a larger scale. His newest scheme is to 
built a line of underground railroad in Lon- 
don. It is understood that he has engeged 
several wealthy men of this city in the 
enterprise, of which he is the principal pro- 
moter and in which he is to be the largest 
investor, He has agents now in London 
looking over the ground on lines which he 
has formulated, and it is expected that a 
beginning will be made on the work within 
a short time. 

It is understood that Mr. Yerkes’ plan con- 
templates the building of about nine miles 
of underground road in a district where 
that class of transportation is most needed, 
and which can reasonably be expected to 
return a high percentage of earnings on 
the investment. 

The enterprise necessarily involves the ex- 
penditure of several millions of dollars, 


though the estimated amount is not defi- 
nitely known. 


One of Mr. Yerkes’ agents now in Lon- 
don is D. H. Louderback, president of the 
Northwestern and Lake Street Elevated 
roads in Chicago, in which the former 


traction magnate is the largest owner. 
Mr, Louderback sailed from New York | 
about three weeks ago, presumably to con- | 
fer with London experts on figures which | 
had béen submitted regarding pe provect.

BOLVER, Tioga County, N. Y., May 6.— 
A river of oil has created g,gecond Klondike 
just over the line in Pen. sylvania. It has 
made a city of a mountainside hitherto sa- 
cred to rattlesnakes. 

It has added millions to the real estate 
values and made heiresses of poor farmers’ 
daughters for miny a mile around. 

Most important of all, it has proved that 
the geologists were wrong when they de- 
cided,» years ago, that oi] would never be 
tapped east of the Allegheny watershed, 
and it suggests the possibility of the world’s 
oil market being flooded to such a degree 
as to bring prices down to next to nothing 
—that is, if Mr. Rockefeller were not here 
to keep them up and put the difference in 
his pocket. 

Such, in. brief, are-the facts concerning 
the Blossburg Ol] Co.’s well, the source of 
a river which is jealously caught and im- 
@risoned as it gushes from the earth, be- 
cause every galion of it is worth money. 

It is pouring out wealth at the rate of 
$365,000 a year—a thousand dollars a day— 
and it represents only a beginning of what 
may be expected of a region where land is 
ten thousand times more valuable to-day 
than it was before the oil discoveries a 
month ago.

The story of the “Great Gusher,’’ as it 
is known in the parlance of oil men, is one 
of the remance of fortune, deserving a place 
beside the bonanza tales of California and 
Nevada. Those for whom the well! is pour- 
ing forth its $1000 a day are country mer- 
chants and professional wren, formeriy of 
moderate means, none of whom knew any- 
thing about the cil business. 

The drilling of the “Great Gusher’ was 
@ forlorn hepe. The company had already 
Grilied one well on its lease of 15 acres 
and had found the sand as dry as powder. 
Uner the terms of the lesse a forfeit would 
have to be paid if two wells were not sunk.

There will 
be one in New York in October, after the 
public schools have reopened for the au- 
tumn term. Willis Brown, president of the 
Young Peopic’s Temperance Society, and 
a leading member of the Anti-Cigarette 


League; wili conduct the movement there. 
He is into a successful crusade here. 

Mr. Brown expects to visit the pwblic 
schools and ascertain just what percentage 
of boys and girls smoke cigarettes. He 
will organize anti-cigarette leagues and ob- 
tain signatures to pledges to refrain from 
the hebit. 

The original anti-cigarette crueade was 
made in New York some 10 years ago by 
Prof. Hubbard, thten superintendent of 
schools. He secured pledges from more 
than 100,000 pupils that they would fore- 
swear the habit.

NEW MOVE BY YERKES 


CHICAGO STREET CAR MAN’S EN- 
TERPRISE IN LONDON. 


TO BUILD UNDERGROUND ROAD. 


New York Hears That He Means to 
Dispose of All His Interests in 
the Windy City. 


NDPW YORK, May 6.—Charles T. Yerkes, 
who recently closed out the larger part of 
his Chicago street railway interests to a 
syndicate of New Yorkers, is about to em- 
bark in enterprises in a broader field and on 
a larger scale. His newest scheme is to 
built a line of underground railroad in Lon- 
don. It is understood that he has engeged 
several wealthy men of this city in the 
enterprise, of which he is the principal pro- 
moter and in which he is to be the largest 
investor. He has agents now in London 
looking over the ground on lines which he 
has formulated, and it is expected that a 
beginning will be made on the work within 
a short time. 

It is understood that Mr. Yerkes’ plan con- 
templates the building of about nine miles 
of underground road in a district where 
that class of transportation is most needed, 
and which can reasonably be expected to 
return a high percentage of earnings on 
the investment. 

The enterprise necessarily involves the ex- 
penditure of several millions of dollars, 
though the estimated amount is not defi- 
nitely known. 

One of Mr. Yerkes’ agents now in Lon- 
don is D. H. Louderback, president of the 
Northwestern and Lake Street Elevated 
roads in Chicago, in which the former 
traction magnate is the largest owner. 
Mr, Louderback sailed from New York

Farrar was cast into that same jail at 
Bedford in which John Bunyan wrote his 
Pilgrim’s Progress and there he lay until 
the King’s judges came to hold assize, 
when he’ was put on trtal for murmer. 
This was Jan 27, 1820. On the following day 
he was convicted and sentenced to be 
hanged in the woods where his crime was 
committed. The execution was to take 

lace*on the 29th, #4 hours after judgment 
ad been pronounced, and Farrar, who had 
the honor of being tried by a man who was 
eoon to he ijord chief justice of England,

The morning of the 29th came and Farrar |

Mrs. V. D. Young the Editor, but She 
Does Not Ignore the News to Pub- 
lish Personal Opinions. 


FAIRFAX, 8. C., May 5.—The only pa- 
per in the United States, and as far as is 
known, in the world, which ts éntirely the 
preduct of woman’s labor, is published tn 
this city. This paper is the Fairfax En- 
terprise, published by Mrs. Virginia D. 
Young, the novelist and lecturer. This en- 
tire paper. which is a flourishing and in- 
fuential journal, is gotten up and conduct- 
ed emtirely by women and mo member of 
the male sex assists in the slightest man- 
ner. This refers not only to the literary 
work, but also to the mechanical prepara- 
tion of the paper. Not only do women col- 
lect the news, write the editorials, copy, 
and advertisements, but they also set up 
the type, prepare the forms, do the ‘‘make- 
ready” and feed the presses. In fact, this 


paper ‘s a practical demonstration of the 
possibilities of the fair sex ana its sue- 
cess proves that man is not an indispen- 
Sable factor in the dissemination of the 
world’s news. 

The editor ef this unique paper is one of 
the best known women in the South and 
has been prominertly concerned in all move- 
ments oalculated to advance the cause of 
womanhood. She is president of the South 
Carolina Eqpal rights Association, the au- 
thor of several successful novels, and a 

owerful and eloquent leeturer. Original- 
y she attempted the unique enterprise of 
conducting an ‘‘Adamiess” newspaper in 
order to afford.a practical object lesson 
to stoffers that wemen are qualified to 
shine in othar spheres than the petty cares 
of housekeeping. 

For this purpose shé purchased out of her 
own fund the Fairfax Enterprige, which, 
owing to nerveless manegement, had been 
gradually dying ef sheer inunition. As 
socn as Mrs. Young tock hold of i and 
installed her new force of feminine opera- 
tives a remarkable change occurred. Un- 
der the hustling direction of its new editor 
the eer assumed new life and within the 
short space Of a year began ta enjoy an 
influence and a prosperity such as it had 
never known before. 

Naturally Mrs. Young feels proud of her: 
success,but modestly insists that the lion’s 
share of the credit is due to the invalu- 
able assistance which she has received 
from her fair confreres. While showing a 
visitor through the plant recently she said: 
“You must not think we interdicted men 
from our paper because of any prejudice 
against them, Far from it. Il am a happily 
married woman and so are several of my 
assistants, but we feel that the time has 
come when man’s monopoly of all lucra- 
tive professtens should be terminated. 
There are thousands of Men’s newspapers 
all over the world and I see no reason Why 
women should not have at least one where 
they can reeeive justice and employment. 
When I first announcéd that I intended to 
employ women exclusively I was assailed 
with a storm of protest and ridicule, ‘but 
I persevered in my resolve, and have now 
made my paper a conceded success, and 
have forced even the most skeptical to ad- 
mit the faHeacy of their advance predic- 
tions.”’ 

Entering the pressroom and composing 
room the first detail that strikes the care- 
ful observer conversant with the interior 
of most newspaper offices is the beautiful 
cleanliness. ,There is no grime, dirt. or 
rease on the floors; éuspidors are an un- 
meme abomination, and everything is 
spick, span and inviting. ) 
“Did you ever see a cleaner newéepape 
office?’’ demanded Mrs. Young. : 
The visitor was forced to admit that he 
had never seen anything which even ap- 
proximated it, and then Mrs, Young con- 
tinued: ‘“This is only one of many details 
of sanitary superiority of a istinctly 
woman's office over a man’s. We don't 
have any tobacco chewer, and,’ with a 
smile, ‘‘we never have to discipline any 
employes for intemperance.” 

It seems hard to imagine a newspaper 
office in which tobacco 8 an unknown quan- 
tity, but Mrs. Yeung gone even further 
and has abolished that most sacred and 
characteristic of all newspaper jnstitutions, 
the ‘“‘devil.”” No grimy boy’ makes miser- 
a@ble the lives of all the compositors and 
harasses the soul of the foreman; the 
“devil’”’ has been banished from this office 
and tradition ruthlessly defied. It is hard-

Just why Mrs. Young put an end to the 
first picturesque factotum is difficult to ex- 
plain but probably she thought the name 
‘devil,”’ with its suggestion of profanity, 
out of place in am office given over exciu- 
sively to the ntler sex. 

Miss Dalis wyer, a beautiful and ac- 
complished Fairfax belle, is foreman of the 
mechanica) department, and also does all 
the proofreading. Miss Sawyer is a skilled 
compositor, and in a rush can readily jump 
in an average her ‘thousand ems an hour. 
She is also thoroughly conversant with all 
the various details of making wp a form 
and stonework generally, and gets out a pa- 
per which typographically would not dis- 

ace masculine foremen. 

Wetert hing is accomplished in this office 
with celerity and dispatch. A bright little

cylinder press woman has gotten up ink 
e first copy struck off is always carefully 
examined by the critical eye of Mrs. Young, 
and not until it meets with her full ap- 
proval is the “All right, go ahead!” given 
to the waiting press woman and feeder. 
Even those who solicit the advertisements 
are of the gentler persuasion, and until the 
aper finally leaves the office to be handed 
to the nowsdealers not one man nas bad the 

mart in preparing it. 
i, oy ire maby interesting deviations 
from the usual method of making up a 
newspaper. For instance, across the first 
page, running four columns, is a love story. 
A very good one, it is true, but it is doubt- 
ful if any masculine need would care to 
tempt such an innovation. 

“Sire, Youns has not, however, made the 
mistake’ of a noted Western divine, who 
for a brief period ventured into the untried 
and dangerous fields of journalism, but 
‘no legitimate news item or advertisement 
| has ever been excluded from her paper's 
columns. A late issue contains references 
to a forthcoming prize fight, showing con- 
clusively that the editor does not believe 
in permitting her personal prejudices to 
stand in the way of giving her readers an 
efficient news service. 

It is interesting to note, however, that 
Mrs. Young gives politics a wide berth, 
and except in the case of occurrences as 
are of real tmportance, gives the doings of 
party workers but scant space. 

“Why should I make my paper the ve- 
hicle for the gratuitous advertising of time- 
serving and mercenary politicians?’ she 
@ays. “I don’t think the public ts really 
interested In their petty doings and con- 
cerns, and I question the judgment which

ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS RELA- 
TIVE TO FRANCHISE TAXING. 


FAVORS THE PROPOSITION. 


Believes They Should Be Assessed, but 
Has No Special Plan for Ac- 
complishing It. 


S B. Cook, candidate for Secretary of 
State, has replied to the questions asked 
Democratic candidates for the state of- 
ficers, which form the State Board of 
Equalization, by the Post-Dispatch con- 
cerning their position on the taxation of 


franchises. 

The questions are: 

‘‘Are you in favor of the taxation of fran- 
chises? 

‘‘What, in your opinion is the best method 
of attaining this result.”’ 

Mr. Cook's reply follows: 


MEXICO, Mo., April 28, 1900. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Replying to yours of recent date I have 
to say that the burdens of taxation should 
be equitably distributed and to this end 
franchises should bear their just propor- 
tion of taxes necessary for state and local 
purposes. 

I have no special plan for accomplishing 
this, but have no doubt of the practica- 
bility as well as justice of the purpose.

Cook, candidate for secretary of state: Al- 
bert O. Allen, Frank L. Pitts, A. H. Koll- 
meycr and Michael K. McGrath, candidates 
for state auditor; Bolte and R. P. 
Williams, candidates for state treasurer, 
and Edward C. Crow, candidate for attor- 
ney general.

From one of them a tattered 
and faded curtain flaps idly in the wind like 
the long unkempt gray beard of an old man 
whose days of usefulness have passed. 
These two pioneers of the Missouri Pacific’s 
equipment are Nos, 1001 and 1015 and are on 
their way to the cemetery of worn out and 
useless locomotives, the scrap iron pile. 
Years ago when they were turned out of 
the shops, glistening in their fresh coats of 
black, they were looked upon as the best 
creations of the locomotive manufacturer's 
skill. Now they mark a style of engine 
building long passed, and where once they 
were gazed at and admired by thousands 
as they sped across the miles between St. 
Louis and Denver, they now elicit only 
slighting remarks and ridicule at their oddly 
shaped smokestacks and out of date wheels 
and boilers. 

Many months have passed eince a fire 
warmed the hearts of these iron servants 
of the Missouri Pacific, and they were led 
here across the country from Denver on 


their way to Cincinnati by others of more 
modern pattern, but even at that these 
poor old engines could not travel faster 
than 20 miles an hour without being shaken 
to pleces. 

As long as they were traveling over the 
Missouri Pacific system the newer engines 
of that road suited their pace to that of 
their aged predecessors, but on arrival at 
St. Louis when they were turned over to 
the B. & O. for the last stage of their trip, 
that road inflicted the great indignity upon 
them of refusing to take them to their fina] 
resting place unless they were dismembered 
and loaded on flat cars. The reason given 
was that they could not afford to run 
any of their engines on the slow time re- 
quired to Keep the old engjnes intact. 

So thege two old veterans who have tolled 
faithfully while each passing year stamped 
its signet of decay upon them will be grant- 
ed a stay of execution while the two rail- 
roads are deciding in what manner their 
last trip shall be made, and will, while

MANILA, March 27.—Unless Gen. Otis 
has a rest soon his physicians prophesy 2 
mental collapse. Some of them are bold 
enough to state that they believe him to 
te in the first stages of a mental disease 
which, if he remains much longer at his 
desk, will destroy his faculties, 

The more halting his mental process is 
become the more he clHngs to his work. 
He feels, as he has always felt, that the 
salyation of the situation rests upon his 
shoulders. When he goes away he prob- 
ably will say that his work is finished, the 
islands are pacified, and nothing remains 
to be done except to plan aut civil recon- 
struction, One hears from officers only ex- 
pressions of delight that he is to have the 
rest which he so greatly needs. 

The sober truth is that he is leaving to 
Major-General MacArthur, who is expect- 
ed to become military gavernor, a worse 
legacy than any. public man has received 
from his predecessor since Lincoln suc- 
ceeded Buchanan as President. He _ will 
leave Manila full of insurgent agitators, 
and in addition the worst managed cuktom 
house in the world under white man’s rule, 
a set of municipal governments established 
by us, but really in the service of the in- 
sureents, and no work cof construction any- 
where in the islands that stands as a land- 
mark of our occupation. 

Hundreds of mules have been waiting 
idly in the corral on the Malecon, while 
he has been deaf te the protests of gen- 
erals and fleld officers that at the present 
rate we should never get sufficient supplies 
to the outlying garriscns before the rainy 
season makes transportation almost impos- 
sible 


months since-he has been outside of his 
headquarters at Bautista. He andhis staff 
occupy a ‘bungalow ‘belonging to the repre- 
sentative of an English commercial house 
which thas a large rice mill at Bautista. 
His only exercise is to walk up and down 
the bungalow’s broad piazza. At the table 
in his office, which is also his bedroom, he 
directs the work of nearly a hundred gar- 
risons and the movement of their patrols. 
He does not look a day older than the 
morning when he entered Malolos. He is 
an optimist about the climate of the Phil- 
ippines, which has been so kind to him. 

‘I have found that you must keep out 
of the sun at midday,” he says. “You 
soon drift into the custom of taking a 
siesta. When I was provost-marshal of 
Manila I was a little exasperated by the 
way the Spanish officers insisted upon 
three hours for luncheon. Now I find my- 
selft doing the same thing. You make 
up the difference by rising earlHer in the 
morning and by being fresher and better 
able to work when you resume in the 
afternoon.” 

The general shares the opinion of the 
other generals there as to press censorsihp 
for home papers. The basis of our insti- 
tutions being public discussion, he believes 
that only the movements of troops should 
be ponies publication. 

At’ present there is nothing which may 
not be told. In the days when the in- 
surgents were offering organized resistance 
and the censorship. for home papers was 
so strict, the stations of our troops were 

ublished every day in the local papers.

me. 

He is a great believer in the future of 
the Filipino race. He believes in their 
capacity to govern themselves in a very 
large measure at no distant period. In 
10 or 15 years he thinks that we shall have 
many young Filipinos in our colleges at 
home, and that we shall be agreeably sur- 
prised by their talent, particularly in art 
and music. 

The productiveness of the soll makes it 
possible for the islands to be a garden 
inhabited by a happy and progressive peo- 
ple. We should not follow the example 
of England in India or. of Holland in 
Java. It is our duty to make republican 
institutions take root and to see that they 
fiourish.

No attempt had 
been made to repair the broken locomotives 
or the burned fre'ght cars of the railroad, 
which are so much needed to bring the 
accumulated rice crop to Manila and to take 
supplies for distant garrisons to the d's- 
tributing points along the railway. Not a 
6tone has been turned to strengthen the 
railway bridees, whch were hastily re- 
paired by our engineers, or to construct a 
roadbed which can resist the heavy rains 
of July and August.

It was the 
finest exhibition of a tactician bringing or- 
der out of chaos that I have ever seen, 

Few generals are as candid as he was 
when he telegraphed to Gen. Otis on the 
day of his advance from La Loma that the 
troops on his left had got out from under 
his control. Officers generally agree that 
he ts the man of broadest information jn the 
islands aq the greatest student of tactics 
in the army, and that we have no one 
who would be his equal in handling an army 
of a hundred thausand men against a civil- 
ized foe. In fact, the officers loved Law- 
ton, admire MacArthur and endure Otis. 

The General has often been under heavy 
fire here; but, unlike Lawton, he ‘believes 
that a general should expose himself only 
when it is necessary in order to keep in 
touch with the work of all parts of his 
command.

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IN PHILIPPINES CITIES. 


Gen. Otis Issues an Order for Election 
of Municipal Officers. 

WASHINGTON, May 5.—Secretary Root 
to-day sent to Congress a copy of an order 
issued by Gen. Otis and just received here, 
providing for a system of civil municipal 
government in the Philippines, and for the 
election of municipal officers by the people. 
The order says in part: 

“It is with great satisfaction that the 
United States authorities, in cononance 
with former promises, promulgates in this 
order the law by which the municipalities 
of the towns of the Philippines are to be es- 
tablished and governed in the future. The 
law is inspired by a genuinely liberal spirl¥ 
and the principles of autonomous govern- 
ment. It is in itself educating. It is cal- 
culated to urge on the people im the path 
of true progress if they are desirous to un- 
derstand their duties as free citizens and 
make legitimate use of their privileges. 

“For the first time the Philippine people 
are to exercise the right of suffrage of elec- 
tion of municipal officers—a right only 
slightly restricted by conditions which have 
been imposed for the purpose of rewarding 
as well as encouraging the people in their 
just and natural aspirations to become edu- 
cated and worthy to enjoy all the benefits 
of civilization. 

“With the municipalities a really auton- 
omist and decentralized munic‘pal govern- 
ment will be established in the towns, since 
no provincial assembly is created in the 
capitals of the provinces or d-siricts, and 


each municipality is the legitimate admin- 
istrator of the interests of the town, and 
Will keep, preserve and expend’ far the 
public welfare the mun-cipal funds.” 

After further explaining the general pur- 
poses of the law, the order proceeds: 

“A reading of the provisions of the law 
clearly demonstrates the purpose, tenden- 
ces and beneficient intentions of the United 


| States government. Naturally, it is impos- 


sible ta frame legal provisions which are 
erfect, but these are susceptible of future 
Inprovement in order that they may meet 
future necessities and keep pace with the 
development in political knowledge of the 
Philippine people, with whom now rests the 
creation of mun'e'!palities which shal) faith- 
fully admin‘ster thelr interests and protect 
their rights and lLberties.”’ 

It is added that if, notwithstanding the 
prudent foresight of the United States 
Gavernment errors should occur and abuses 
should be committed by the local offic als, 
the abuses will be strongly repressed under 
the penal law. 

The provisions are divided into chapters, 
showing in detall the powers of the alcaldes 
municipal councils, and other officers an 
bodies. The councils number from eight 
to eighteen, according to the size of the 
town. The electors must be male persons, 
23 years of age or over, who have resided tn 
the town six months and are not subjects of 
any foreign power. It also is a condition 
of being an elector that a person shouid 
have held one of certain designated offices, 
or pay 30 pesetas tax annualiy, or speak, 
read. and write English or Spanish.

Mrs. de Soto. true to the traditions of 
her country and family, looked upon the 
Cubans as a race of brigands, unworthy a 
moment's sympathy. 

It was thus that discord arose between 
husband and wife. 

Among the Cuban patriote to acquire an 
influence over Dr. de Soto was Jose Perez, 
a former aide of Gen. Salvador Cisneros, 
arch-revolutionist of Cuba, and named pres- 
ident during the 10 years’ war and in the 
early part of the war which ended in 
American intervention. 

Perez came to New York In 188 to or- 
ganize a filibustering expedition He ae- 
sured De Soto that another important up- 
rising would take place in Cuba before the 
end of the year 

The young doctor, fired by the apirit of 
chivalry and adventure, gave a check for 
munitions of war and promised to join the 
expedition. 

When he mentioned this to his wife she 
was greatly incensed. It wounded her to 
the heart that the man she loved should 
delight to take up arms against the land 
she loved. She thought it a proof that he 
no longer loved her. 

“You cannot hate Spain and love me,” 
she said. 

Bitterly grieved that he did not yteld to 
her entreaties, she threatened to return to 
her own country, but even this did not turn 
him aside from his purpose. A month later 
he embarked with the Perez expedition, 
which was equipped with 3000 rifles and an 
abundance of ammunition. 

The forsaken wife became a prey to mel- 
ancholy. She alone knew what had become 
of her husband, but she would not tel) the 
world. Perhaps ehe was too mortified to 
confess that he had gone to fight against 
her country. All that society knew was 
that she had been deserted by her hueband, 
and that was. humiliation enough, 


Meanwhile, the Perez expedition made «a 
successful] landing in Nuevitas Bay and 
transferred the munitions to Gen. Cisne- 
ros’ home, ® miles iniand. 

De Soto became a captain of insurgents 
and set to work drilling his men for the 
insurrection. 

One day he discovered that a Chinaman 
who had been his body servant for many 
months was affiicted th heprosy. He sent 
him away and soon forgot the incident. 

The ae for a general insurrection mis- 
carried, and in June, 1885, Perez and other 
conspirators were captu and put to 
death in the place of execution at Nue- 
vitas. 

De Soto escaped to Santiago and shi 
on board a schooner for Savanntvh, Ga.. 
intent on regaining his wife. Ata point off 
Neuvitas a mast was carried away, and the 
vessel put into the bay for ——

waited on the captain and loudly dumanéed 
that De Soto be left ashore, 

“What is the matter with me?” tnguired 
the doctor, who overheard the colloquy. 

“You are a leper,” eaid the sailor whe 
had first scrutinized him. 

The unhappy man was rowed ashore and 
handed over to the alcade as a Cubdin leper. 
The alcade ordered him to flee into the sojl- 
tudes and not to approach a human dwell- 
| on pain of death. 

or a long time he wandered in the for- 
est, fleeing from every sign of life, lf 
on wild fruits, tortured bodily by his dis- 
ease and mentally by the thought that k 
was no longer in his power to make repara- 
tion to hie wife. Thus he found his way 
to Puerto Principe and was ciapped in the 
lazar house, a place In which lepers and the 
insane mingle their miseries. ' 

From here De Soto wrote a letter to an 
old friend, C. E. Hamilton of Madiso 
Wis., telling him what had happened, an 
askihg him to settle up the property eo 
that Mrs. de. Soto might live itn comfort, 
but cautioning him not to reveal to her the 
terrible secret. 

Hamilton came to New York,on this mis- 
gion, and when Mrs. de Soto treated him 
to tell her the truth about her husband, he 
showed her the letter. 

‘“T have never known whether to biess or 
curse him for betraying my confidence, 
said the leper in after years. 

Mrs. de Soto was at her husband's — 
within three months, and she has dwe 
with him ever since, Indifférent to the dane 
ger of contagion, to the squalor of the 
place, to everything save the duty of mine 
istering to her husband tn hie affliction. 

She brought with her their joint fortune, 
and this ehe invested in some house prop- 
erty in the town. But the Spanish 
mander of the province aestroyes. the 
houses and confiscated the land, so that 
they were left penniless. 

Four years ago the insurrection was made 
by the municipality a pretext for cutting 
of the lazar house eupplies. It was ¢ 
that Mrs. de Soto went to work tn the hos- 
pital to earn a pittance for her charge. And 
all the time she nursed him unremittingly 
and kept his cell in santtary condition. 

It was a remarkable coincidence b —— 
the leper became known to ean old 
after the cloee of the Spanish-American 
war.

END OF OLD “SACHEM 


BIG BEAR HAD BEATEN BACK A 
PACK OF DOGS. 


HUNTER COMES JUST IN TIME, 


Hide Is Valued at $200, but This Will 
Not Cover the Loss of the Men 
Who Hunted Him. 


GLENWOOD SPRINGS, Colo., May 5.— 
The attention of citizens of Glenwood 
Springs one day this week was drawn with 
considerable interest to a party of three 
worn and weary hunters who rode into 
town accompanied by eight foxhounds that 
seemed to be well fagged out, and, like 
their masters, appeared to have seen hard 
service. They brought with them an im 
mense bear pelt of the silver tip family. 

The hunters were A. 8. Baxter, oF 
‘Steve,”’ as he is more familiarly known, 
the noted nunter and guide, who is known 
all over this part of the state. The other 
punters were Charles Baxter and John Hal- 
ord. 

The men were besieged with questions as 
to where they killed the monster and what 
they had done with the meat, and why 
they did not bring it in. A newspaper 
reporter accompanied ‘“‘Steve’’ to the taxi- 
dermist establishment where he intended 
to have the hide made into a rug or robe. 
When the hide was hung up it was found 
to be 9 feet 6 inches across from front paw 
to front paw and 8 fet 6 inches in length, 
“Steve,” who is 5 feet 11 inches tall, could 
not reach the top of the immense pelt. An 
impression of the paws of the animal was 
taken in plaster of paris. The front paw 
measures 11 inches in length by 6 inches 
in width and the hind one 11% inches by 
7 inches. 

Mr. Baxter, whose fifteen years of expe- 
rience as a hunter has brought to his 
notice animals of all kinds, size and qual- 
ity, says it is without a doubt the largest 
bear ever killed in this part of the country. 
The bear was at least 1b years of age, pos- 
sibly 2. 

Mr. Baxter is asking $200 for the pelt, 
which he is confident he will get, as it is a 
beautiful silver tip and the fur very fine. 

A party of three. on horseback and with 
10 trained hounds and a packhorse, started 
out this week more to exercise the dogs and 
themselves after a winter's rest than with 
the expectation of seeing bear, which could 
hardly be expected out of the'r w:nter holes 
yet in the deep snows of the higher ranges. 

As the party traveled in a northwesterly 
direction on a gradual rise the warm spring 
climate of the valley soon gave ee to 
the cold and frost of the higher altitude. 

On the second day out the party of hunt- 
ers was traveling down one of the tribu- 
taries of Pieceance Creek, which flows into 
the White River, and passing through dense 
underbrush, in which it was hard to see the 
trail of any animal when the hounds be- 
came alert.

ARE THE LITTLE 
ONES MURDERED? 


Startling Allegations on Child 
Life Insurance. 


MADE BY GERRY SOCIETY. 


CUAIM THAT CHILDREN ARE IN- 
GURED AND STARVED. 


Two Cases in Court in Which the Evi- 
dence Against a Stepmother Is of 
a Damaging Nature. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NPW YORK, Mdy 6.—“Children are in- 
sured and killed by neglect or otherwise, in 
order that those who insure them may 


¢ pocket the money.”’ 


This statement was made in Jefferson 
Market Court by Superinterdent Jenkins of 
the Gerry Society during the arraignment 
of Thomas O’Byrme and his wife, charged 
with criminal neglect of their two children. 

“If we could only get direct evidence that 
a child had been killed for the sake of the 
insurance money placed upon its life,’’ con- 
tinued the superintendent, ‘“‘we might bring 
some persons besides those directly con- 
cerned in the murder to justice.’’ 

O'Byrne is an “*L’’ road engineer, living at 
3038 Third avenue. WHis salary is $18.50 a 
week. Two years ago his wife died. He 
married again. The stepmother insured the 
lives of little Fred and Walter O’ Byrne. 

Then the persecution of the children be- 
gan. One day last winter Fred, the older 
boy, was put outdoors barefooted. On 
April 9 a policeman foun& Fred, filthy, fam- 
ished and with both feet covered with ulcers 
and frostbitten. 

When O'Byrne was arrested he offered to 
pay $2 a week for their maintenance in a 
public institution. This was refused. The 


extreme penalty which Magistrate Meade 
can inflict is a year’s imprisonment and $500 


ne. 

It is said O’Byrne was ignorant of the fact 
that his wife had insured the lives of the 
boys. Both lads were so famished when 
found by the society’s agents that-they had 
to be fed in small quantities at a time and 
as often as nine times a day, as anything 
like a full meal would have been fatal to 
them. They have gained from four to six 
pounds in weight in the few weeks the so- 
ciety has had them and are now probably 
out of danger, although the elder boy may 
have a life injury to one of his feet from 
the frostbite. 

“I have not the slightest dought,” said 
Superintendent Jenkins, “‘that children are 
insuréd and deliberately killed by neglect 
or otherwise in gorder that those who in- 
sure them may pocket the money. The case 
is ust this: A parent or guardian, or other 
person, for it does not matter to the in- 
surance company who takes out the policy— 
bets the insurance company that a certain 
child will die within a certain time, for all 
these policies are what are called term poll- 
cles—that is, they are made for a certain 
time, at the end of which they may be re- 
newed. 

“Were the child in the custody of the in- 
surance company, foresight would dictate 
that the little one should be treated well; 
but it ig not, it is to the interest of the 
party paying the premiums that the child 
should die in order that he be relieved of 
further payments and that he get a lump 
sum quickly. 

“In a great majority of the cases of abuse 
of children which comes under our society’s 
notice we find that the child has been in- 
sured in these industrial companies. 

“Attempts have been made in New York, 
Illinois, ennessee, Massachusetts and a 
number of other states to regulate child in- 
surance by statute, but Colorado {s the only 
state in the Union that has a law on the 
subject. It prohibits tnmsuring the lives of 
children under 10 years of age. In Tennes- 
see a similar law was passed, but after- 
ward overruled as unconstitutional. 

“In Massachusetts there was a hard fight 
made but the insurance companies won.”’ 

“In that state alone there are something 
like 38,000 industrial insurance agents. They 
infest every nook and corner of the state 
and wield in their combined strength a tre- 
mendous litical influence. Here in New 
York we have a b'll on the subject under 
cansiGeration which. possibly may be pre- 
sented to the next Legislature.” 


NEVER SAW A RAILWAY TRAIN 


Remarkable Kentucky People Who 
Have Just Heard of the World’s 
Progress. 


CYNTHIANA, Ky., May 5.—On the banks 
of North Licking River, four miles north- 
east of Sylvandell, near the mouth of Cedar 
Creek, lives a family of old people, four 
in number, Who never saw very much ot 
this world. Half of the number never saw 


a and never saw a railroad train. 
Their home is only about 13 miles from 
Cynthiana. Their names and ages are: 
Henry Fryman, Sr., aged 92 years: Mrs. 
Susan Fryman, his wife, aged % years; Mr. 
Elkaney Fryman, their son-in-law, aged 
65 years, and Mrs. Armilda Fryman, his 
wife, aged 63 years. 

Henry Fryman was born in Nicholas 
County, near Bethlehem Church, and lived 
there with his father and mother till he 
was about ® years of age, and then he 
moved into this county and married Miss 
Susan Wagoner. Then he settled down 
on the farm he now lives on. He went 
down North Licking River several times 
on rafts as far as Falmouth and walked 
back. Once or twice he rode back on the 
train to Cynthiana. His wife was born in 
Harrison County, and always lived here 
except about two or three years, when sbe 
lived in Bourbon County, near Muillers- 
~ She is quite sprightly for a woman 
of her age. She says she never saw a 
railroad train and cannot imagine how 
it can run without horses to haul it. She 
never was in Cynthiana. 

Elkaney Fryman was born in this county 
and always lived in Harrison. Six or séven 
years ago he lost his sight, but his gen- 
eral health is good. His wife, Mrs. Armilda 
Fryman, never was in Cynthiana and never 
saw a train, and never was in a town larger 
than Sylandell. When she was told that 
she could sit down in Cynthiana and talk 
to any one in Lexington or Cincinnati, a 
distance of 60 or 75 miles, she wondered 
“How in God's kingdom it could be done.”’

GENERAL OTIS ON THE FILIPINOS, 


An interview given out by Gen. Otis just before his depart- 
ure from Manila contains some passages of special interest. 

“It is astonishing,” says the General, “how eager these 
people are for schools. They are clamoring for them every- 
where. We bought $40,000 worth of books and have exhausted 
the supply of Spanish-English primers. r told some promi- 
nent Filipinos that they must wait for a new supply, but 
they said no, and suggested that we give English instead of 
Spanish books, declaring that the children would learn very 
quickly.’’ 

This is encouraging, but even more significant is the fol- 
lowing: “At present there is little understanding of a real 
republican government, but the people are eager to learn, and 
they readily assimilate American ideas and become Ameri- 
canized. When onee they recognize the beneficence of our 
institutions, these people will quickly adopt them, adapting 
themselves to the changed conditions.” 

If all this is true the war policy of the administration stands 
condemned by its chief instrument. Conciliation and recogni- 
tion of American principles are required, not brutal aggres- 
sion. Tact might have prevented the war. It may yet bring 
peace. At any rate we have here a confession that the Fili- 
pinos exhibit marked liking and aptitude for American ideas 
and principles. Why not apply them?

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CHILD’S PLACE IS AT HOME 


Miss Prestonia Mann, who edits a paper called “The Ameri- 
can Fabian,’ and is working with might and main for co-ope- 
ration, says that, in the interests of the race, big nurseries 
and dining rooms for children should be built everywhere. She 
@@serts that children ought not to eat with grownup persons. 
They consume food not fit for little stomachs, and they mon- 
opolize the attention and conversation. 

In a book entitled “Young West,’’ written as as a sequel to 
Bellamy’s “Looking Backwards,”’ the plan to segregate chil- 
dren away from the home is fully worked out. It is an ideal 
of a number of writers on co-operation—probably child haters, 
or at least not parents.

No one can observe withaut 
alarm the invasion of our country by this 
foreign pestilence and the amazing changes 
that are going on tn the social condition. 
A deluge of French and English sewage is 
polluting literature, art and the stage. Plays 
glorifying infidelity, making marriage a jest 
and sneering at virtue as rustic prudery are 
supplemented by numberless sex and prob- 
lem novels that treat nature’s holiest mys- 
terles with the brutal candor of the clinic 
and the dissecting table. Eager, thronging 
multitudes Hsten to such plays as “The De- 
generates,”’ “Sappho” and ‘‘The Turtle.” 


It is unfortunate from the moral stand- 
point that the best of mankind are not in® 
vulnerable, There is na 4rmor proof against 
temptation. It is still more discouraging 
that good people are generally uninterest- 
ing and that we remember with most pleas- 
ure those persons and events we ought to 
forget. It is a prod'gious task to lift a man, 
a cammunity, from barbarism into enlight- 
enment and civilization, and a still greater 
task to keep him there. The tendency is to 
relapse.

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DO ART AND CHESS DRIVE MEN TO INSANITY

KNEW Munkacsy very well, and the 
| news of his insanity was a great 6ur- 
prise to me. His. was a very marked 
personality in art. He impressed everyone 
who met him with his strong personality. 
He was a man of fine physique and a tire- 
less worker. 

Born a Hungarian, his real name was 
Michael Loeb. He took h!s art-name from 
Meankacs, the little -village in which he 
was born—a very common habit among Eu- 
ropean artists. 

His first and perhaps his greatest picture 
was “The Last Day of the Condemned,”’ 
and it is pleasant to know that it was an 
Amer'‘can who enabled him to complete the 
picture. He was living at the time In a gar- 
ret in the city of Dusseldorf, when he was 
brought to the notice of John R. Hay of 
Baltimore. 


Mr. Hay found Munkacsy penniless, 
wrapped in a shabby ulster, and working at 
his great picture without either food or 
fuel in the room. He at once lent the artist 
money, and when the picture was finished 
it was bought and sent to Paris, where it 
secured for him both fame and fortune. He 
made his home in Paris and his studio be- 
came one of the sights of the city. It was 
hung with the most magnificent tapestries 
and decorated with warks of an from all 
parts of the world. 


Munkacsy’s madness must have had some 


unknown origin. In his youth he was a 
cabinet maker, and it is said that when 
confined in the asylum he returned to his 
early trade. His skill as an artist entirely 
deserted him. This would indicate that the 
cause Of ‘his Insanity was not his art, but 
berhaps some physical defect of the brain. 

It rarely occurs that a painter finds his 
wey to a madhose. Our profession !mposes 
a tremendous effort sometimes in the effort 
to attain a result, tut it is a stimulating, 
rather than a depressing strain. The greater 
the genius the greater the madness is a 
common saying. But the artistic tempera- 
ment permits larger scope for individuality 
than almost any other. If Mr. Whistler, 
for instance, were anything but an artist) 
I presume he would have been locked up 
long ago. He is not tn the slightest degree 
insane, but his scorn of conventionality 
would, in any other calling, have persuaded 
people that he was out of hisemind. 

There is nothing in the study of art that 
tends to create derangentent of the mind. 
The variety of interests, themes and 
studies which a painter commonly enjoys 
‘does not permit the mind to become intense 
in any one line. Painting should produce 
an.even balance and poise of mind-sthe

How Walt Whitman 

Helped George W. Childs. 

A congressman from Philadelphia tells the 
following interesting story: 

The poet Walt Whitman was, as is well 


known, dependent during most of his life 
upon the kindness of his friends and ad- 
mirers for a support. A few years before 
his death one of these friends called upon 
him in his little house in Camden, a sub- 
urban town of Philadelphia. 

‘Well, Walt,” he said, “how goes it this 
winter? Any subscription neeged for Christ- 
mas?’’ 

“No,” said Whitman; “no, I’m at work 
now. I'm in the employ of George Childs, 
He pays me $0 a month.” 

“You at work! May 1 esk what is your 
occupation?” 

“Why, 1 ride in the street cars. I fall 
into talk with the drivers and conductors, 
and find out which of them have no over- 
coats and guess at their size and notify 
Childs, and then he égends the overcoats. 
It's not hard work,”’ said the poet, thought- 
fully. “‘And then, you know, it helps Childs 
along.” 


Congressman Sperry 

Built the Monitor. 
Congressman Sperry of Connecticut ought 
to have a memorial medal from Congress, 


He was largely responsibie for the building 
of the gunboat Monitor, which defeated 
the Merrimac in Hampton Roads, and 
which revolutionized the - architecture of 
naval ships. 

“I put every cent I possessed into the 
Monitor,”’ he said. ‘““The vessel was built at 
Greenpoint, opposite New York, and we had 
to supply our own funds, because the Navy 
Depariment 4!d not look with favor upon 
our idea. Indeed, the government would 
not even agree to take the boat until after 
she had demonstrated that she could whip 
anything afloat. It was an anxious perlod 
for us while she was being built, for not 
only were we financially interested, but we 
felt that the fate of the nation in large 
measure depended upon the success which 
attended our undertaking.”

A very remarkable story was told by Sen- 
ator Vest of Missouri a day or two ago. 

‘The most pathetic scene I ever witnessed 
in my life,”” said be, ““‘was the outcome of 
a very pnguins and curious condition of af- 
fairs.

lained the reasons which had actuated 

im, but they were not accepted as.suf- 
ficient. He appealed to the highest author- 
ities of the Church of Emgland and was 
overruled. He went back to his Indians 
and asked them if they would accompany 
him to Alaska, where they could be under 
a flag that guaranteed religious freedom. 
Almost the entire tribe of 1200 Indians de- 
cided to follow him. 

“When I was there the Indians were 
taking the doors from off their houses, 
the sashes from their windows, and their 
scanty furniture from their rooms, pre- 
paratory to sailing away in their great 
canoes, in order to start life over again 
in a new country. It was, as I have said, 
the most pathetic scene I ever witnessed. 
It was more than this,” added Senator 
Vest, speaking with almost vehement 
emphasis. “It was the most conspicuous 
example of religious prejudice and fanati- 
cism i have ever known.”

CLUBS FROM NOW ON. 


PLAY CINCINNATI SUNDAY. 


Then Come the Big Brooklyn, New 
York and Philadelphia Crack- 
erjacks. 


The St. Louls aggregation of ballplayers 
iost just enough games last week to drop 
them to fourth place, and though there 
are it few points separating them from 
the clubs ahead of them, the greatest test 
of their ability is yet to come. 

Whether they will be able to again reach 


the top of the column or even to hold their 
present position is a question that will 
be decided this week and the next. 

The Red Caps play at League Park Sun- 
day. This is their first game there since 
their departure for Chicago and. Pittsburg, 
and they will have for their apponents the 
Cincinnati Reds, who h:&e been surprising 
baseball followers by their good showing 
against Pittsburg and Chicago. 

The Cincinnati aggregation plays four 
games here and they are followed by the 
champion Brooklyns, and then come the 
New Yorks and Philade!phias. 

Thus it will be seen that the strongest 
clubs of the League will be here to play 
the Red Caps and’their showing against 
these organizations will without doubt def- 
initely decide their pennant possibilities. 


It may not be amiss to go back to last 
year and see what the St. Louis Club did 
in games played with these same clubs in 
their opening series. 

In the first six games with the Reds, part 
of which were played in Cincinnati and the 
others in St. Louis, both clubs broke even, 
winning three apiece. 

In the New York series played at St. 
Louls, the first game was forfeited to the 
Tebeauites. The other two games were’ 
played as a doub!e-header on a Sunday and 
each team won one of them. 

In the Brooklyn series Brooklyn won two 
and St. Louis one. One of the Brooklyn 
games was a 12-inning tle. 

St. Louls won the opening series from 
the Phillies at Philadelphia, taking two out 
of the three games played. 


St. Louis is admittedly a better team 
than it was last year, but the other clubs 
are also strengthened, and if the Red Caps 
hold their own with the topnotchers in the 
coming series they will do well, indeed. 


One of the. strange features of the base- 
ball race during the week was the fact that 
for a day, at least, the Boston club brought 
up the rear. It is a long while since that 
name has appeared at the bottom of the 
baéeball table. 


Boston’s early games have proved con- 
clusively one thing, and that 1s that the 
training season in North Carolina wasnt 
productive of much good as far as form 
is concerned, and Manager Selee himself 
admite that the Boston men are not in 
condition, adding significantly that it takes 
much longer for the seasoned players to 
round to than the new men. He thinks 
that in about one week more the players 
will be in first-class shape and that they 
will then settle down to the standard 
which they maintained in previous years. 
Critics in other cities are wont to ascribe 
the failure of Boston to show up well at 
the start to their delay in getting into con- 
dition, and in their opinion the make-up of 
the team warrants the assertion that they 
will make the leaders hustle when they 
really commence to play ball. 


Boston’s pitehers, especially, haven't ap- 
parently warmed up to their work, and 
the possibility of laming an arm by too 
much exertion in raw Weather seems to be 

drawback. When “the old reliable 
Nick’’ bucks up against three straight de- 
feats, with the speedy Willis winning but 
one game out of the three in which he 
pitched, it is evident that they haven't let 
themselves out. Dinneen has shown up 
well, and though young Balley and Pettin- 
ger have acquitted theméelves with credit, 
there is need of another first-class man in 
the corps. As Lewis has promised Mr. Se- 
lee that he can be depended upon to play 
later in the season, it is probable that when 
“Ted ceases to worry over hig exams., 
prior to finishing his courses at Harvard 
and the Curry Schoo] of Oratory, he will 
again be found wearing a Boston uniform.

Meade Clears the Road So They

Magistrate Meade of New York City on 
Friday decided that there was no law to 
prevent boxing in that city before Sept. 1, 
when the Horton law espires. 

As long as it, is in effect the fighters can 
do as they please. 

The Horton law, it will be remembered, 
was repealed at the last session of the 
New York Legislature. 

A new law prohibiting boxing was passed, 
but it does not become operative until Sept, 
1. 

Notwithstanding this latter fact, the New 
York police chief a few days ago declared 
that he would not allow any more boxing 
in and around the metropolis. 


George Considine, manager of the Broad- 
way Athletic Club, objecting to the chief 
of police taking the law in his own handgé, 
set up a test case. 

He had - John Hayward and Kid Thomas 
enter the ring and box. They were arrested 
and brought before Magistrate Meade, 

The entire affair was a:ranged to test the 
action of the police commisioners, who de- 
cided boxing in the City of New York il- 
legal, and refused to continue the licenses 
of the sporting clubs. 

Magistrate Meade decided that the Hor-

ton law, which will be a law until Sept. 1, 
does not require an athletic club to obtain 
a license of any character. He held that 
the Horton law legalizes boxing events in 
a clubhouse devoted exclusively to athletic 
purposes. In discharging the men, Magis- 
trate Meade said that the contention of the 
police commissioners that a boxing per- 
mit from them was necessary in order to 
legalize a fistic competition was erroneous,

LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 5.—The victory 
of Lieut. Gibson in the Kentucky Derby 
on last Thursday. and the manner in which 
he did the distance stamps him as one of 
the best, if not the best, 3-year-old in the 
who.e country. 

The Clarke stakes, the Latonia Derby and 
even the American Derby seem to be at his 
mercy. 

There is not an owner at the Churchill 
Downs but believes the -on of G. W. 
Johnson—Sophia Hardy is a much better 
colt than Mesmerist, and should they meet 
at Chicago the money of Kentucky turf- 
men will all go on GidDson, 


For six months past Gibson had been 
touted as the winner, aad the big bettors 
favored his chances. Charles H. Smith @ent 
the colt here to be prepared especially to 
win the Derby, and Charley Hughes, {fe 
trainer, had instructions to tit him for tnis 
one race. 

All through the winter, even when the 
weather was at its worst, Gibson Was sent 
out for a jog. Therefore, when the bright 
warm sunshiny weather arrived he was 
in superb shape. 


—— 
Big and strong, the brown colt seemed 
in the very pink of condition six weeks ago, 
and men whe saw both Jean Beraud and 
Gibson joined in saying that as far as ap- 
— went the latter had the better of 
t. Then when the track dried out and be- 
came very fast Hughes did not hesitate to 
set the colt down for hot trials. One of 
his earliest efforts was a mile in 1:41%. 
This indicated that he was aracer. Instead 
of stopping at this, as the most of tlie 
others would have done, Trainers Hughes 
- ~ up the hard work. 
his is what made the big fleld on Thurs- 
day. The impression got out that Gibson 
was at his best and on edge when he made 
the fast mile. Hiram Scoggan felt that 
Gibson was trained too fine and that he was 
apt to go back and be a has-been by the 
time the Derby day arrived. 

George Long felt the same way about 
it, as did Cahn, Woodford & Buckner, and 
John Madden, 

The latter felt sure he could win with 
Star Bright, and it was not until about a 
week before the time set for the run- 
ning of the Derby that the Sage of Ham- 
burg concluded he would mot start his 
colt, believing he couid do more with him 
in the East with less risk. 


But Gibson still had admirers who never 
lost confidence in him. Among them was 
Tom Carter of Chicago. He offered $20,000 
for the colt. This rare offer caused Owner 
Smith to make a trip here from the Windy 
City to take a look at his colt. He did so, 
and listened to the entreaties of his trainer 
not to make the sale. The price was set at 
$25,000, but Carter would not add the addi- 
tonal $5000, and the colt remained in the 
Smith stable. It was a chanve, but Smith 
took it, and now nothing less than $3,000 
would touch the colt that looks to be the 
best 3-year-old on the American turf. 


| Lieut. Gibson broke the track record for 
the distance, but it was not this fact that 
so caught the fancy of turfmen. The strong 
point is that the colt was never urged, and 
was untouched by the whip. He got off 
sl.ghtly behind His Excelency, the touted 
Lexington colt, but soon farged to the front, 
and passed under the wire in the lead. He 
moved with an easy, graceful stride, like 
clockwork, and set a furious pace. It had 
been the intention of Scoggan to set the 
pace with Highland Lad and then let Florti- 
zar sail in and win after Gibson had been 
raced off his feet. Instead of doing this, 
Highland Lad found Gibson was setting the 
pace himseif and that he was carrying his 
field the half in the fast time of :48. 


But even then the Smith colt was not do- 
Ing his best. He was eager to run, and 
Boland had trouble in holding him back. 
They sped around to the three-quarters, 
Gibson always two or three lengths to the 
good. Down into the stretch they swung, 
and the jockeys began to ply the whip. 
The colts were all staggering under the tre- 
mendous strain, with the exception of Gib- 
son. He was not at all tired, and swept 
on Hke a greased brown streak. While 
he was far in advance and winning easily 
it was still a grand sight and one that will 
not soon be forgotten by those who saw 
it. Dashing under the wire three lengths 
to the good, he was pulled up 100 yards off 
and cantered back to the judgas’ stand, 
looking as if he had just had an ordinary 
gallop. 


Lieut. Gibson is a stake horse, and the 
firest 3-year-o'd I ever saw on a racetrack, 
He looks it, too, from head to foot, and 
is as gentle as a lamb, sound as a dollar 
and as pretty as a picture. He ought to 
have won the Kentucky Derby. The mem- 
ory of such a wonderful piece of racing ma- 
chinery should not be allowed to be for- 
gotten, and it is on the scroll of turf fame 
when it is written on the records of Church- 
ill Downs that Lieut. Gibson won the 
Derby of 1900. 


There is as fine a lot of horses at Church- 
{ll Downs as one can find anywhere, and 
the racing is of a high order. Judge Schulte, 
although an owner, is noted for his fair- 
ness, and with Gen. John B. Castleman 
in the stand with him he has given the 
public every assurance that he intends 
there shall be nothing crooked. 


No successor to Charles F. Price, who 
resigned because he was not made presid- 
ing judge, has been selected yet, but the 
general understanding is that Acting Sec- 
retary Des Dressen will get the position. 
However, lightning is likely to strike any- 
whore, and there is no telling where the 
plum will fall.

The boss plasterers of the city, for ex- 
ample, have an organization. Whenever 
sr one of them receives an invitation to 
bid en a job of plastering, he reports the 
fact, under the rules of his association, Lo 
the secretary immediately. In this way the 
secretary knows the name of Pee. 
ing contractor who has been -aeked to bid 
on the job. The secrétary, in turn, notifies 
each of the “competitors,”’ and they there- 
upon get together, and fix the etition 
upon a basis of “benevolent assimilation,” 
The oontract is awarded, of course, by the 
unsuspecting owner of the building to the 
lowest bidder; but his price has been s0 
fixed that he pays into the treasury of the 
assuvciation a certain agreed sum to be di- 
vided among the unsticcessful bidders. _ 

It is eaid that this kind of organization 
exists in every trade connected with build- 
ing, and that the associations are generally 
quite complete. Occasionally, . however, 
there isa lapse. Recently, for example, bids 
were asked on a job of electric wiring. They 
ran from $1400 to $1800, except one, and 
that was for $70. The man who made that 
figure got the job, of course, to the conster- 
naton of the other bdders, who had over- 
looked the fact that the Jow man had not 
yet been taken into their society! 

If this kind of organization does really 
exist In each depaftment of building, it 
can readily be seen what the effect will be 
upon the cost of building.

WALL STREET REVEW 


MARKET CONTINUED NEAR THE 
LEVEL OF STAGNATION. 


BUYERS OUT OF THE MARKET. 


Securities Being Held Until Level of 
Prices and Volume of Consumption 
Shall Adjust Themselves. 


NEW YORK, May 5.—Whatever deduc- 
tions are drawn from the stock market must 
be almost wholly negative, for the market 
continues near the level of stagnation. 

A slight fillilp was given to the opening 
by the higher level in London. But the 
room traders closed their contracts before 
the day’s end and brought the level of 
prices back near to last night’s close. Sugar 
moved quite easily at a higher range than 
yesterday and exactiy recovered yesterday's 
loss as a net result. 

Long Island was quite active and moved 
up to 89, but closed unchanged. The bonds 
of the company continued in active demand 
at advancing prices. The statement that 
the Pennsylvania has acquired control 
found credence, but a working agreement 
with the New York Central is believed to 


be involved in the deal. The story of a 
steamship service to run from the Lon 

Island coast was revived in connection wit 

the movement in the stocks. The reports of 
mercantile agencies served to confirm the 
impression of the reactionary course of 
prices of commodities and of trade activity. 

The current stagnation in Wall street is 
the logical outcome of chese conditions. 
Buyers are out of the market. But holders 
of securities are not yet sure that the 
current action is making for the ultimate 
health of business. It is perceived that the 
recent high level of prices was such as not 
only to unduly stimulate production, but 
also to decrease the consumptive demand. 
Securities are obviously being firmly held 
until the problem of the level of prices and 
vonr) volume of consumption shall adjust it- 
self. 

The export demand for manufactures 
continues and exchange bills against manu- 
factures are in quite abundant supply. The 
loan item of the bank statemen®\demon- 
strates that these bills are now being 
drawn but are being used as collateral for 
loans, which is an imcident of the process 
of placing loans with foreign borrowers. 
The excess over the preliminary estimations 
in the bank’s gain in cash was due to the 
extra day’s operation with the subtreasury, 
which ylelded to the banks over $1,800,0W, 
or as much as the rest of the week. 

The stock market has given evidence dur- 
ing the week of having reached an ad- 
justment to the new conditions presented 
by the unexpected developments in the 
iron and steel trade of three weeks ago. 
The liquidation induced by that develop- 
ment overran itself, as is the invariable 
rule with speculative movements, and the 
bears last week had to bid up prices to get 
back stocks which had been sold short. 

One large cause of perplexity over the 
outlook is the present large reflux of cur- 
rency to New York bank reserves from the 
interior. The gold export movement, now 
fairly inaugurated, is a result of this, Or- 
dinarily, the exportation of gold has an un- 
favorable effect on the stock market on 
account of the apprehension aroused that 
tightness of money may result. In the 
present instance that effect is due to the 
feeling that the plethoric condition of the 
money market is a register of declining 
interior trade and reduced needs for money, 
owing to the decreased business, The re- 
cent developments in the steel trade give 
special point to this apprehension. 

That the country’s business is not finding 
full employment for all the money in the 
country is evident from the action of the 
money markets, but the increase in the 
money supply seems to be taken Iinsuffi- 
ciently into amcount. According tq the 
monthly statement of the United States 
treasury of the total amount of money in 
circulation in the country, inclusive of cash 
in the treasury, the amount on May. 1, 1909. 
showed an increase for April of $39,270.47, 
and for the twelve months previous of $136,- 
067,571. It is true that the total bank clear- 
ings of the country show some decrease 
from last year’s level, but a table of bank 
clearings for April compiled from Brad- 
etreet’s dhows that while clearings for 80 
cities decreased about 10 per cent from 1899, 
if New York alone is omitted thereits a gain 
of 1% per cent. The decrease in New York 
bank clearings is unquestionably due in 
large part to the stagnation in purely specu- 
lative transactions. If Baston and Phila- 
delphia, which are speculative centers, and 
show decreased bank clearings are also 
omitted from the list, the increase for the 
rest of the country will be accelerated. The 
total clearings for April of this year show 
an increase compared with 1898 of 50 per 
cent: with 1897 of aver 81 per cent, and with 
1892 of 40 per cent. 

Looking to the New York clearing house 
banks it appears by last Saturday's state- 
ment that their loans are greater than a 
year before by $14,510,200, but undoubtedly 
iarge loans to foreign borrowers are in- 
cluded in this item. In consideration of the 
figures the increased money supply must 
be allowed its due influence in the current 
ease of money rates.

This is further evi- 
denced by changes in stocks in the North- 
west. At the beginning of the year public 
warehouses at Minneapolis and Duluth 
held 21.291.000 bushels of wheat. Last Sat- 
urday they he'd 28,923,000 bushels, but North- 
western country elevator stocks were re- 
duced during the four months 12 908.000 bush- 
els. a reduction greater by 5.272.000 bushels 
than the combined increase of Minneapolis 
and Duluth. 

The rapid depletion of visible stocks at 
lake ports since the opening of navigation 
shows a surprising domestic and foreign 
demand. Since the opening of navigation 
Duluth has lost more wheat in 10 days than 
it lost last year in two months. At every 
port on the lakes where wheat could be 
bought, it has been eagerly taken. Our own 
millers, with empty bins, have been in 
sharp competition with foreigners. Hurope 
is awake to the fact that it will need 
large importations to make good the de- 
ficient home harvests, as compared with 
last year, and to the further fact that 
America and Argentina have the only con- 
siderable exportable surplus available. The 
latter country has already exported more 
than half of what it has to spare and Eu-

{GILLETTE IN POVERTY 


FORMER PLUNGER SELLS SHIRT- 
WAISTS IN CHIHUAHUA, 


HAD MILLIONS TWO YEARS AGO. 


Gillette Makes the Finery Which 
the Former Cattle King Disposes 


iitic. of to Senoritas. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 5.—Grant Gil- 
lette, who, less than two years ago, couid 
borrow $100,000 or more from almost any 
big bank in this section, whose cattle and 
acres were counted by the thousands, whose 
liabilities, when the bubble burst, ran up 
into the millions, is selling shirtwaists and 
millinery to the senoritas down in Chihua- 
hua. Gillette and his wife have a little 
shop in the Mexican town and the husband 
sells the shritwaists the loyal wife makes 
and the hats she trims. 


This story was eng 4g back from Mex!i- 
co by a Kansan, an old acquaintance, who 
saw the Gillettes in Chihuahua less than 
three weeks ago. Within the last few 
months the former plunger has learned 
what bitting poverty is. Last fall the Gil- 
lettes were running a dairy. During the 
winter Mre. Gillette had smallpox and it 
was with difficulty that she was nursed 
through the disease, An infant child died 
and.then Gillette himself was accidentally 
poisoned, It took him some weekg to re- 
eover his strength and under these discour- 
aging, circumstances the dairy business 
pifpped away from them and they found 
themselves without capital. It was only re- 
cently that they adopted the plan of mak- 
ing shirtwaists and running a little mil- 
linery stand. e Kansan who saw them 
says they are making some headway, but 
having known Gillette in Kansas, he could 
not help feeling pity for the family, though 
he never indorsed the action of the plunger 
when he fled to Mexico. 

Two years ago Grant Gillette’s herds 
were the most extensive in the whole state 
of Kansas. Careful cattle feeders, lke 
‘“‘Wheat”’ Robison, George M. Munger, the 
Plumbs and the Lantrys, looked on in 
amazement at his operations. His paper 
was good in every bank in the country. He 
brought cattle to Kansas City by the train 
loads, and the men who counted the'r cat- 
tle in hundreds wondered why Grant Gil- 
lette could talk 60 glibly of the thousands 
in his herds. The banks had confidence in 
him and his paper was good anywhere. He 
could come to Kansas City and borrow a 
hundred thousand as easily as some men 
who are reliable could borrow a thousand. 

Two years ago in March he organized a 
cattieman’s association at Abilene. -It was 
to be a rival of the state association that 
had been fighting the railroads on the rate 
question. The big railroad companies sent 
their livestock commissioners from Chicago 
and from the far West. Cattlemen came 
from the big ranges on the Arkansas and 
the short grass country, as far north as 
the Platte in Nebraska and as far west as 
the base of the-Rocky Mountains. Gil- 
lette’s own cowboy-band entertained them 
with music. After the convention a special 
train on the Rock Island, chartered by Gil- 
lette, took them to Gillette’s farm, where 
they were guests of the cattle king ‘of: Cen- 
tral Kansas. 

It is hardly 18 months since Gillette sent 
a train load of cattle from one of his 
ranches to another in Kansae, and a night 
passenger train had to walt for Gillette's 
cattle train to get out of the way. The 
collapse came two days before Thanks- 
giving in 1898. Gillette, the millionaire 
ylunger, became a defaulter and a fugitive 
rom justice. Cattlemen and banks are still 
fighting in the courts over the remnants of 
the great business he left behind. 

“Don't criticise him,’ said the Kansan 
who told a reporter about seeing Gillette In 
Chihuahua. “The sight of the man whose 
check for $100,000 was good anywhere two 
years ago selling shirtwaists to the Mexican 
girls swept away from me all the condem- 
nation I had felt for his action.”

PRICES ARE GOING UPWARD. 


Members of the Trust on a Voyage 
Through Maine to Ascertain the 
Condition of the Crop.

ROCKLAND, Me, i 
Wyck of New York, Jo Carroll, the 
first deputy of Richard Croker, and C. W. 
Morse, president of the New York Ice Trust, 
I. T. Morse of Boston and Frank Dingley 
of Bangor arrived here from Bangor early 
this afternoon. They left for New York, it 
is understood, 

Following the custom they have rigidly 
adhered to throughout their trip into Maine, 
they positively declined to be interviewed. 

That the trip related to the industry con- 
trolled by the American Ice Co. seems to be 
the ggneral opinion, but none of the quintet 
would admit it. 

Mr. Dingley, who knows the ice situation 
on the Penabscot better than any other 
man, states that the crop has been a very 
satisfactory one this season and that there 
will be no rise in prices for the regular 
trade. He said that ice could be obtained 
in New York and Boston practically as 
cheaply as it could be in Bangor. 


PITTSBURG NOT IN THE TRUST. 


Price of Ice in That City Established 
by a Home Company. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., May 5.—The American 
Ice Co., the $30,000,000 trust which is gob- 
bling the ice business in New York, Phila- 
delphia, Boston, Washington and Baltimore, 
has no affiliations in this city. The business 
here is controlled by the Consolidated Ice 
Co., which was formed about a year ago. 
Its $4,000,000 worth of capital stock is owned 
by Pittsburgers. The card rates to house- 
holders ranges from 10 pounds, gix deliv- 
eries, 48 cents; seven deliveries, 46 cents per 
week, to 100 pounds twice per week, $1; 
three times per week, $1.35; four times per 
week, $1.00. : 
The companies made an agreement on 
prices April 1, 1891, and rates continued in 
force without c hange until the consolidation 
began business. The first thing the com- 
bine did was to cut the old price 10 per 
cent by giving discount to customers who 
paid bills promptly. The present scale is 
guaranteed until April 1, 191. The com- 
yany serves 19,000 customers, or does a 
Eueiaens of almost $1,000,000 a year. About 
150 wagons are in use in greater Pittsburg. 


Prices in Philadelphia.

PHILADELPHIA, May 6.—Househoh 
consumers of ice pay # cents a hundred 
pounds, which thas been the figure the last 
half dozen years. For 65 cents they get 
eight pounds, or at the rate of 62% cents 
a hundred.

GHASTLY PROCESSIONS ALONG 


CROWDED ROADS. 


Famine and Its Attendant Complica- 
tions Exceeds in Violence Any 
Two Previous Visitations 
{n the Unfortunate 
Country. 


ITONDON, May 5.—The report that chol- 
era is strengthening its deadly holl on 
famine-stricken India brings the pitiful 
condition of that country more than ever to 
public view. 

About 93,500,000 
population of 
sweltering their squalid 
amid pestilence and misery that show no 
signs of abating. Hundreds of thousands 
of pounds in good British gold, good Ger- 
man marks and American coin have been 
thrown on the country, but, judging fron 
the latest advices, all this charity is mere- 
ly a drop in the ocean. 

The fafthine and its attendant complica- 
tions appear to exceed in violence any two 
previous visitations. The viceroy, Lord 
<urzon of Kedleston, and the government 
are making cesseless exertions to meet the 
terrible emergency, but the stupendous dif- 
ficulty confronting them of supplying re- 
lief to more than five millions. 


In the meantime, the native states are 
dotted with heaps of dead and dying, and 
the roads are crowded with ghastly proces- 
sions seeking to escape from the stricken 
territory, but who, for lack of food and 
water, mostly succumb in the attempt. 

One of the most hopeless features of the 
whole affair is contained in the statement 
of a special correspondent at Simla, who 
writes: . 

“Ten times the total relief could be laid 
out in a single distriot, without fully re- 
lieving its distress. All we can hope for is 
a succession of good years to put the peo- 
ple on Their legs again.” 

The British districts are reported to be 
so far escaping the large starvation and 
mortality that mark the native states. But 
that their conditien is not enviable is evt- 
dent from the following description sent 
by a Bombay correspondent of the scene 
of Ahmedabad, a cty in the presidency of 
Bombay: 

“In an open space upwards of 200 were 
seated, old and young, being famine per- 
sonified, The smell arising from their 
filthy rags was sickening and had attrac- 
ted myramids of flies. Some, especially 
the old men, were Dut bony frame work. 

“A girl, suckling two children, was 
ghastly to look at, but the Nttle ones. 
with hollow temples, sunken eyes and 
cheeks, and the napes of their necks falling 
in under their skulls, which seemed to over- 
balanced their emaciated bodies and with 
wsp-lke arms and legs, were more dreadful 
still. ‘Many were suffering from disease 
and numbers had the fever. Those who 
could work - were sent on where tanks were 
being dug Others were given a meal and 
passed on to the poorhouse.’’ 

This picture is from a less seriously af- 
fected part of the country. The sufferings 
in the remoter districts, where the famine 
is worse, where all the cattle have long 
since died, where the water is precious 
and where cholera has now added its dread 
scourage, gan well be imagined.

CHILD CHAINED 
70 A CARRIAGE, 


Given to Mother After Her 
Attempt to Abduct Him. 


has HELD BY MOTHER-IN-LAW. 


DRAMATIC SCENE ON A CELE- 
BRATED PARIS BOULEVARD. 


Cicwd Takes the Part of the Mother 
and the Boy Is Finally Re- 
stored to Her by Order 
of the Court. 


PARIS, May 5.—The Champs Elysees is 
the last place in the world one wouid think 
would be chosen for an attempt at child 
abduction in broad daylight. This, how- 
ever, happened this week to the amazement 
of all Paris. Fhe fashionable avenue was 
thronged, as is usual in the afternoon, 
With a stream of equipages and prom- 
enaders when almost in front of the im- 
posing entrance of the Exposition a man 
rushed into the roadway and seized by the 
head a horse drawing a fiacre in which 
were seated an aged woman and a man 
in whose arms was a boy about 4 years old. 
At the same moment a woman sprang to 
the side of the carriage, clutched the child 
and atempted to drag him from the ve- 
hicle. The child cried and a crowd scon 
surrounded the struggling group. The new- 
comer explained that the boy was her 
child, whom the old people refused to 
surrender. The crowd immediately took 
sides with thegmother and the older woman, 
bursting into tears, relinquished her hold. 
It was then found that the child was 
girdled with an iron chain, which was 
padlocked to the flacre and the two occu- 
pants. 

This discovery excited the wrath of the 
spectators, who proposed to handle the old 
people roughly. At this juncture the police 
arrived and took the whole party to the 
station house, where it was explainei that 
the mother had been granted a divorce and 
awarded the custody of the child, but that 
during an illness she had had him tempo- 
rarily given into the care of the mother- 
in-law, the Baroness Von Veldegg, who, 
upon the mother’s recovery, refused to re- 
turn the child. The mother tracked them 
until she met them on the Champs Elysees. 
The Baroness, learning that the mother in- 
tended to secure the child, forcibly, if nec- 
essary, had the iron chain forged and never 
left her house except in a carriage and ac- 
companied by the old Prussian officer, who 
held one end of the chain, the baroness 
holding the other. 

At the stationhouse the mother-in-law 
refused to unfasten the padlock, and the 
commissary of _police was obliged to have 
the chain filed fi two. The child was then 
restored to its mother, despite the protests 
and sobs of the baroness.

PRETORIA, March %.—‘'South Africa 
breeds surprises’ is a local expression one 
hears oftenest, and President Kruger is 
quite confident that he is hatching a sur- 
prise that will eclipse all others. 

He undoubtedly believes that tlfe Trans- 
Vaal will reta-n independence and that the 
Boers will lase nothing by this war. Two 
weeks ago he addressed his troops in Natal 
in these words: 

“Brothers, fight on with as much cour- 
age as you have been fighting. Continue for 
two months longer and I will guarantee 
that we will have a peace that will be hon- 
orable.”’ 

Three davs later he was in Bloemfontein 
and told a large crowd of burghers that the 
end of the war was in sight and that a set- 
tlement agreeable to both England and the 
republics would be effected. 

To the ordinary bureher these words of 


-the President are gospel truth, and none 


ean be. found who will say that the Presi- 
dent was trying to buoy up their spirits by 
false promises, for Kruger is too well 
known and his prophecies have always 
come tvo true for them to suspect that he 
would mislead them in such a way and at 
such a time. 

President Kruger knows as well as any 
other person in the Transvaal—and perhaps 
better than anybody—that the Boers’ op- 
portunity of winning this war by force of 
arms long since passed. Gen. Joubert and 
many other leading men have realized the 
futility of the struggle from that point of 
view since the last days of last year, when 
Great Britain began sending her second 
hundred thousand troops into the country. 
Since New Year's Day the most of the in- 
telligent Boers have realized that their 
chances of success were diminishing daily, 
yet they have continued fighting on the 
simple personal promise of Kruger that all 


‘thoings would favor the Boers in the end.

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Kruger’s Hope 
Is Intervention. 

President Kruger will not say a word ex- 
cept to his closest friends about how he 
hepes to secure’a settlement that will satis- 
fy both contestants—a settlement that ap- 
pears to the lay mind as inconceivable as 
the supposition that the British will with- 
draw al! their forces from the country (to- 
morrow. He will talk to newspaper men 
for hours on every conceivable topic except 
this, but to every ques@on on this point 
he will reply simply. ‘‘Wait and see.”’ 

State Secretary Reitz will tell one that 
the President expects the war to end 
through the mediation or intervention of 
other. countries, but Kruger has many Ssé- 
erets which are never confided to his state 
secretary. 

Dr. Leyds had always been President 
Kruger’s ‘‘pet,’’ according to all the officials 
here, and although the majority of the 
Pretorians heartily dis.ike Leyds, ‘‘Oom 
Paul” has always had the fullest confi- 
dence in his abilities. In the early stages 
of the war. the President believed that 
Leyds had established relations with cer- 
tain courts in Europe, so that he could 
influence them. Although admittedly clever, 
Dr. Leyds, according to the estimate of 
capable men here, has not benefited the 
Transvaal an atom since the war began, 
except in sending several thousand volun- 
teeers to assist the republican forces, In 
other words, every one here, except Presi- 
thinks and says that Dr. 
Leyds’ m ssion to Europe has been a failure. 
Origin of the 


Mission to Europe. 

Three months ago President Steyn sug- 
gested to Kruger that a deputation be sent 
to Europe and America to arouse sympathy 
for the Boers and if possible to secure in- 
tervention. Kruger replied then that Dr. 
Leyds was better than a dozen deputations, 
but two weeks ago, because of Leyd’s ina- 
bility to do anything of importance, the 
Transvaal executive gave his consent. 

The German steamship Kaiser was in 
Delagoa Bay on her way to Europe when 
the decision to send a deputation wags 
reached, and three men—A. D. W. Wols 
marans, a member of the Transvaal Execu+ 
tive Council; C. H. Wessels, the president 
of the Free State VolKsraad, and A. Fisch- 
er, a member of the Free State Executive 
Council—were sent to Lorenzo Marques in 
a special train which made faster time than 
any other train that eevr went over the 
road 

When the deputation left Bloemfontein 
there was so little time to catch the steam- 
ship that they were sent away without in- 
Structions, and none reached them until 


the train arrived at Komatiepoort, on the 
Portuguese border, 

The instructions telegraphed to the depu- 
tation, if carried out by the three men, are 
President Kruger’s only hope. If they suc- 
ceed in doing what they are sent to do 
President Kruger’s prophecy will be ful- 
filled, 

Prime Objects of 


Peace Envoys. 

The two prime objects for which the 
Ceputation was sent to Europe are to se- 
cure the joint intervention of Russia, Ger- 
many and Franee, and, fafling in that, to 
secure promises from these governments 
that they will insist that the independence 
of the Transvaal and the Orange Free State 
shall be preserved when the republics sue 
for peace. 

In their efforts to attain these objects 
they are to act under the guidance of Dr. 
Levds, who is to remain in the background 
while the actual negotiations are carried 
forward. | 

It is asserted by Mr. Reitz that the g0v- 
ernments of France, Germany and Russia 
promised England to remain neutral for 
eix months only and the Transvauai authori 
ties believe that the three governmen<s 
have an understanding with one another 
that joint representations shall be made to 
England after that time. 

The six months will have passed when 
the deputation reaches Europe. It is to go 
to Paris, Berlin and St. Petersburg to lay 
the case of the two republics before the 
rovernments there, to show that the repub- 
licans have fought valiantly in a just cause, 
but have been overwhelmed by supcror 
numbers. and to ask for intervention. 


When Kruger Will 


Sue for Peace. 

If this plan fails the deputation !s to so 
interest Germany and France that they 
will promise ‘to imsist that the independ- 
ence of the Transvaal must be recognized 
in the final arrangement for peace, on the 
grounds that French and German interests 
in this country would suffer if control of 
the gold fields fell into British hands. 
French and German financial interests are 
so extensive that the officials here believe 
that the governments at Paris and Berlin 
can insist upon having a word in the final 
settlement, whatever England may say. 

The only hope the Transvaal has is re- 
posed in the deputation, and one supreme 
effort is being made to prevent the British 
Army from setting foot on Transvaal soil 
until Wolmarans, Wessels and Fischer 
have carried out their plans. Then Kruger 
will sue for peace and depend upon France, 
Germany and Russia for the assistance he 
requires in order that this his latest and 
only untilled prophecy may be realized.

m., arriving on the immense plain of Jeu- 
terhogkt, where the sham fights were ar- 
ranged by 9 o'clock. The exercises Oc- 
cupied an bour and a half, after which the 
Emperors lunched at Jueterbogkt, return- 
ing to Berlin at 1 a. m. Both Emperors 
appeared to be in good health and fine 
Spirits. 

Interesting features of sharpshooting 
were witnessed and explanations were 
given to the Austrian Emperor by Emperor 
Wiliiam and Gen. Von Gossler, the minister 
of war, and Count Von Schiieffen, tne 
chief of the general staff, about the im- 
provements hitherto held strictly secret 
of both the German army rifle of the latest 
pattern and the new field guns. These ex- 
planationgs were made to Emperor Francis 
Joseph alone and not to his miitary suite. 
The Austrian Emperor was deeply inter- 
ested in them. The exercises, however, in 
themselves made a picturesque spectacle, 
more espelally the part which displayed 
the new tactics of the field artillery. 

The Emperors, after their arrival at the 
Jueterbogkt Depot, mounted horses and 
rode past the troops placed in file from the 
depot to the maneuvers field. When they ar- 
rived there the ordre de bataille was given 
out, under the command and direction of 
Major-General Von Schmidt, _representing 
the inspector of field artillery. The troops 
present were a battalion of the First Guard 
Regiment, a battalion of the Second Guard 
Regiment, a battalion composed of one 
company each of the Guard Chasseurs and 
Guard Schutzen Lehr and a battaiion of 
infantry of the sharpshovters school; also 
two squadrons of Life Hussars and a field 
artillery regiment, made up from the six 
instruction batteries of field artillery of 
the instruction school. Each body was in 
full strength, with cartridges also, as in 
time of war. The full strength of a Guard 
Pioneer company also participated, The 
most remarkable feature, for which Em- 
= Francis Joseph repeatedly expressed 
1is admiration, was the exactness of aim 
shown, both by the artillery and infantry, 
even at great distances. The Austrian Em- 
peror once summoned a general of his suite 
and pointed out this feature to him, 


At the conclusion of the sham battle a 
parade march passed the Emperor. Francis 
Joseph thanked the officers commanding 
for the |mpressive spectacle witnessed and 
praised them highly. Lurch was served 
at the officers casino of the field artillery 
instruction school. 

Emperor William’s appointment as Aus- 
trian field marshal general pleases him 
greatly, the more so because it is a grade 
eeldom awarded, and none has existed in 
che Austrian Army since the death of Arch- 
duke Albrecht in 18%. The military rank 
thus conferred on Emperor Wililiam is 
higher than his own in the German Army. 
Besides this the Austrian Emperor also 
gave Emperor William a magnificent pro- 
tile of himself, encased in a diamond-stud- 
ded frame and autographed with the motto 
“Semper Idem” (Always the Same). Em- 
peror Francis Joseph also presented the 
German Empress and her whole family with 
fine gifts. The visiting Emperor conferred 
the Grand Cross of the Stephen Order on 
(ount Von Buelow, the German minister of 
foreign affairs. The value in money alone 
af the decoration which the Austrian Em- 
peror took along is said to be 172,000 florins, 

After his return to Berlin Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph paid a number of visits. Later, 
between 4 amd 5 o'clock. the drave to the 
barracks of the Emperor Francis’s regiment 
which is under his personal patronage and 
which is considered one of the crack regi- 
ments of Germany. The barracks were 
splendidly ornamented and decorated. The 
main gate showed a triumphal arch in the 
«centre of which was a large Austrian i{m- 
perial crown and beneath it, on a crimson 
velvet, the monogram of the regiment. Be- 
side it were masts bearing the Austrian 
and Hungarian flags entwined with ever- 
greens. The building itself showed appro- 
priate floral decorations, and German and 
Austrian flags were everywhere displayed 
as svmbols. The regiment received Francis 
Joseph, who was accompanied by Kmperor 
William, in parade form, drawn up under 
the command fo Lieut.-Col. von Pavh. At 6 
o'clock a banquet was served at the regi- 
mental casino for 1% persons. In the earlier 
hours of the afternoon Emperor Francis 
Josgph also received delegations from the 
Austrian elubs of Berlin, with wham he con- 
versed in the most affable manner, in some 
cases inquiring’ about small personal mat- 
ters,

banquet to-night in honor of France's Jo- 
seph's presence at the Kaiserhof.

PARIS, May 5.—Americans are unanimous 
in saying that the Paris Exposition does 
not equal the Chicago World's Fair. Even 
that part of the French press which is in- 
dependent of the many influences interested 
in booming the show at any cost begins to 
criticise it severely. One of the ex-members 
of the cabinet and promimently Mentified 
with the exposition, gave the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent the following statement, 
Which reflects the intelligent French opin- 
ion accurately.

CONSOLIDATION IS PROPOSED. 


THREE SOCIETIES THAT MAY BE 
MERGED INTO ONE. 


Resolution Lamenting the Death of 
Evangelist Moody Adopted by a 
Rising Vote—Names of the 
Committees. 


CHICAGO, May 5.—After an hour of ac- 
tive debate among delegates to the Method- 
ist General Conference to-day a commit- 
tee of 15 was appointed to report a plan for 
the consolidation of the Freedman’s Aid 
and Southern Educational Society and the 
Church Expansion Society, or either of 
them, with the home department of the 
Missionary Society of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church. The committee was instruc- 
ted to report next Friday. Rev. A. Leon- 
ard, Cincinnati Conference, in discussing 
the resolution which was introduced by 
him, declared that the unification of the so- 
cleties would lessen expenses and facili- 


tate progressive work. 

Chere were numerous other resolutions 
and memorials presented, mast of them be- 
ing referred to their proper committees. P. 
l.. Thomas of the Washington conference 
introduced a resolution that the conference 
greatly lamented the death of D. L. Moody, 
the great evangélist, and prayed that 
another great leader might come forth. It 
was adopted by a standing vote.

delay. The conference then adjourned till 
Monday.

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FIRE ASHELL TO MAKE SMOKE 


New Featute Introduced in the Am- 
munition Adopted by the Gov- 
ernment of France. 


PARIS, May §.—An. innovation has been 
introduced in the French artillery service 
by the decision to furnish the guns with a 
smoke shell. Hitherto the cannon had been 
provided with melinite and shrapnel shell 
only. This new shell is intended to be 
launched at an opponent’s artillery, which, 
on bursting, it will envelope in a dense 
cloud of smoke, thus hampering the return 
of the fire. The ghell is the outsome of the 
introduction of smokeless powder. For- 
merly, with the old powder, the result now 
aimed at was brought about by the guns 
themselves, the firing of which produced 


a smoke which blinded their own gunners. 
Experiments show that this invention cre- 
ates a sort of veil before the enemys 4ar- 
tillery. Both the army and the navy will 
be supplied with these shells.

Many of the Passengers Were Hurt, 
and All Were Frightened by 
the Explosion. 


No. 415, outward bound, on the Mer-

road, was lifted from the rails late last 
night by am explosion. 

Several passengers were silghtly injured 
and many severely shaken up. 

The car was so badly damaged that it 
could not finish the trip. 

The explosion occurred about 11:30 o'clock 
on Sarah street near the Wabash railroad 
tracks. 

At the time it was ralning furiously, and 
thunder and lightning added to the terror 
of the scene. 

When the explosion occurred the car was 
lifted several feet into the air and twisted 
around crosswise of the rails. 

Persons returning from the Dewey cele- 
bration filled the car. Most of them were 
from suburban towns. ‘ 

Many women were among the passengers, 
and they screamed in terror when the rend- 
ing explosion sent the car into the air. 

eana fell from their seats and received 
painful bruises. Others were almost pros- 
trated by the severe shock. 

Immediately the car was filled with thick 
blue fumes, which almost suffocated the 
passengers. They thought the car had been 
struck by lightning. 

An examination of the track showed that 
the rails had been coated with a heavy 
compound of nitro-glycerine for some dis- 
tance. 

As socn as the car landed on the ground 
the passengers groped their way outside. 
The darkness was intense, the electric 
lights being extinguished. 

Fitful flashes of lightning revealed the 
ghastly pale faces of the suburanites and 
showed that the car was badly damaged. 

With the aid of the men passengers, the 
conductor and the motorman replaced the 
ear om the tracks. After much work it was 
run to the car house and taken off for re- 
pairs. 

The underworks of the car were severely 
strained. 

Among the passengers were B. Widman 
of Kirkwood and a Mr. Kaenther of Old 
Orchard. 

Those who were injured went to a drug 
store and got treatment for their bruises.

His Last Hours Given to the 
Loyal Legion. 


HAPPY TIMES WITH VETERANS. 


TOUCHING SPEECH MADE TO HIS 
FRIENDS OF ’61-’65. 


All Formality Cast Aside, and Songs 
and Talks Induiged in Freely, 
While Reminiscences Were 
Exchanged and Recollec- 
tions Revived. 


Everybody in St. Louis has seen Dewey, 
the admiral, the sea fighter, the nation’s 
idol. They have seen him as a public char- 
acter at receptions and on parade. Last 
night a chosen few were permitted to see 
him in an hour of relaxation, as a man 
with human impulses and emotions, in a 
gathering of friends and comrades. 

His visit to the rooms of the Loyal Le- 
gion in the Laclede building was a fitting 
finale to his stay in St. Louis. It brought 
him into contact with those who, of al 
the St. Louisans who had grasped his hand, 
were nearest to him in the kinship of pa- 
triotism. Dewey himself is a member of 
the Loyal Legion, in whose ranks are num- 
bered veteran officers of both the army 
and the navy. 

There was mvch pathos and not a little 
humor in the reception, and formality was 
entirely dispensed with after the opening 
addresses. 

The admiral was ascorted from the Plant- 
ers’ Hotel to the Laclede Building by Gen. 
John W. Noble, retiring commander of the 
Legion in St. Louis. Previous to his ar- 
rival a business meeting and election of 
afficers were held. Shortly after 9 o’clock 
the admiral entered, leaning on the arm 
of Gen. Noble and followed by his son, 
George Goodwin Dewey, and Lieuts. Cald- 
well and Crawferd. 

Clapping of hands constituted the well- 
Lred applause which greeted the hero. 

Gen. Noble escorted the admiral to the 
head of the room and turned toward the 
members, who stood in a circle awaiting 
to be presented. 

‘“‘omrades,"’ he said, 
greater honor thar that of presenting to 
you gur most distinguished fellow_Legion- 
aire, A@miral Dewey, our hero. It is an 
hemor to us all that after the fatigue of the 
mognificent reception accorded to him here 
during the last two days, he snould 
graciously consent to give us a porticn of 
his crowded time. 

‘In this room, acmiral, you see the place 
where we meet from time to time to recafl 
the days when we fought to defend the 
union which you have so firmly cemented. 

‘On the wails you see the p.ctures of he- 
roes who have gone before us.” 

Gen. Noble pointed out the portraits of 
Sherman, Lincoln, Foote, Porter and Far- 
ragut. Then turning to the table in front 
of him he pointed to a smail cannon. 

“This,’’ he said, “‘was fashioned by one 
who was of our number. It was his fond 
hope that he should fire a salute in your 
honor when you came to (st. Louis. His 
name was Eben Reed. He has passed from 
us. The mouth of his little cannon is mute 
but eloquent, eloquent of the honor we 
would do you. It aids in teaching us the 
lesson that we cannot do too much honor 
to those who venture their lives and their 
fortunes to protect and glorify the flag.”’ 

Admiral Dewey was visibly touched by 
this speech. He hesitated a moment before 
responding. 

“Comrades,” he said, “it is good to be 
with you; good to be with you now as it 
was when we were together from '61 to '®, 
many years ago. Our comradeship will not 
last always. When I see such a gathering 
as this, 1 think of those who have passed 
away, even as the one who designed this 
cannon.”’ 

The admiral paused and gazed thought- 
fully at the memento of the departed com- 
rade. There was an atmosphere of emo- 
tion throughout the room, but none of the 
white haired veterans was prepared for 
what followed. Half musingly the admiral 
repeated: 

“It is good to be with you!” 

Then turning to his son he continued with 
almost painful slowness. 

‘‘And my son here, I want him to remem- 
ber this scene always. When I have gone 
» the beyond I want him to take my piace 

afid want my comrades now to be his 
comrades then.’’ 
After another pause, during which no one 
stirred, the admiral proceeded. Touching 
the Loyal Legion button on the lapel of his 
coat, he said: 

“Whenever and wherever I see this but- 
ton I say to my elf, ‘there is a friend.’ 
Comrades, my heart is with you. I nope 
we may live many. many years to enjoy 
our comradeshipe, for I do not think we 
are yet ready to pass it down to our sons. 
l can say no more.” 

At the conclusion of the speech Gen. 
Noble presented the comrades. 

Park Commissioner Franklin L. Ridgely } 
was singled out by the admiral for the hon- 
or af the first handshake, Dewey .stepped | 
forward to where he was standing and said 
gieefully: 4 
“Here Is my oldest covi:rade. We were 
midshipmen together, let me see, W years 
ago.”’ 

This sally caused much laughter. 

After the greeting each of the members 
personally, the admiral took a chair at the 
east end of the room, next to Charles Par- 
sons, president of the State National Bank. 
Selections grave and gay were rendered by 
the Legion's ‘singing  class,’” under the 
leadership of Lloyd G. Harris. 

Mr. Ridgely sang “At Home on Land anid 
fea.”’ During this performance the ad 
miral was apparently in an ecstasy of de- 
light. He kemt repeating: 

“Doesn't he sing beautifully? And has he 
not a splendid voice?’ 

When the song was concluded he arose 
and advanced toward Mr. Ridgely, clapping 
his hands. An instant later he had the 
singer in his arms and hugged him to his 
breast in hearty embrace. After releasing 
Mr. Ridgely he sighed and said: 

“Ah, those are the things. that take a 
man back to his youth. Those’are the good 
things. And think of it, comrades, we used 
to sing in a choir together, and he sang 
soprano and 1 sang Dass.”’

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Mrs. Mattie Y. McMahan Was Elected a Delegate 
But Decided to Resign Rather Than Precipitate 
a Bitter Conflict at Chicago. 


CHICAGO, May 4 


Bpecial Correspondence of the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch. 
OR the first time in the history of 
fF Methodism a woman has knocked at 
the door of the general conference. 
She is Mattie Y. MoMahan of Griggsville, 
Tll., admittedly a woman of intelligence, 
education and church influence. 
Laymen have sought equal representation 


with ministers for more than a quarter of 
@ century. On the threshhold of success 
they were confronted with the lay woman 
question, but Mrs. McMahan calmed their 
apprehensions by presenting her resigna- 
tion and temporarily retiring from the 
field. 

It was @ great concession, from the stand- 
point of advanced womanhood, but there 
fis a general belief that Mrs. McMahan’'s 
generous action has enlivened the sympathy 
with her cause, and that before many years 
the Methodist general conference will be 
characterized by the admission of women to 
its deliberations, on equal terms with the 
ministers and laymen. 

The provisiona) lay delegates were wel- 
comed to Chicago by Judge O. H. Hortorn# 
who, in the course of his remarks, said: 

‘There is one question that we cannot 
@ettle to-night, and that is the blessed 
woman.” 

He was roundly cheered and that was 
the only reference to Mrs. McMahan and 
her claims. 

The election of Mrs. McMahan as a pro- 
visional delegate was in the nature of a 
Surprise. Such a movement had not been 
Suggested in any of the annua! conferences, 
@o far as could be asv.ertained, and upon 
@nnouncement of the fact there appeared 
to be a general regret on the part of even 
those laymen who favor the admission of 
women. They claimed it endangered suc- 
cess at the very moment of victory. 

Mrs. McMahon did not go to Chicago. Her 
@rrival in that city was hourly expected 
‘@nd there were manifestations of general 
interest In her throughout the city. It 
Seems she had left her case in the hands 
of two members of her conference dele- 
@ation. Judge L. H. Kerrick of Blooming- 
ton and Judge J. ©. Cunningham of Ur- 
bana. They would only say: 

“We do not_wish any dispute and we 
are anxious not to precipitate any contro- 
versy.”’ 

These lay delegates made a rapid inquiry 
into the status of Mrs. McMahan as a pro- 
visional delegate, and they must have met 
with serious discouragement, for after a 
Gay of two of invest.gation on thelr part, 
the woman delegate sent forward her res‘g- 
mation and the anticipated controversy was 
averted. 

In the conference. when Mrs. McMahan’s 
mame was reached on the roll, Dr. Moore 
vead the following letter from her: 

To the Members of the General Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, Chicago, Il. 
—Greeting: 

Waiving none of the principles involved fn 
the eligibility of women, yet, for the sake of 
femoving every possible hindrance to the im- 
mediate eating of these provisional dele 
Gates, so far as that bindrance may be occa- 
stoned by the question of my admission, I aball 
Mot present my credentials for admission to 
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“The question of woman’s eligibility is not a question of personal preference. So long as it is left unset- 


tled, so long is our beloved church out of harmony with the gospel of Christ and the spirit of the age.”—Mattie

delegate by my own lay conference, a respon- 
sibility came with it that could not be lightly 
treated. That responsibility is now trans- 
ferred to you. 

The question of woman's eligibility 1s not a

So long as it 
is left unsettled, so long is our beloved church 
out of harmony with the divine comprehen- 
siveness of the gospel of Christ and the spirit 
of the age. “May our great church take no 


backward step. Very respectfully yours,

Perhaps the most potent movement 
against the admission of Mrs. McMahan— 
information which probably influenced her 
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to resign- was a meeting of ministers, on 
the night before the conference met. These 
ministers adopted a resolution calling for 
the seating of all the provisional delegates, 
“except where six delegates object to the 
seating of a provisional member.”” That 
resolution was designed to shut out Mrs. 
McMahan, as six of her fellow-delegates 
were prepared to object to the admission 
of a woman. 

It is believed, however, that she will 


now appear before the general conference 
and demand her right to be seated—not 
with any hope of immediate success, but 
for the purpose of making the question of 
admitting women to the general conference 
an issue hereafter in the church.

HE proposition before the gen- 
eral conference of the Methodist 


Episcopal Church, in session at Chi- 
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cago, to give laymen equal representation 
in the general conference with that of the 
ministerial, was not a new one. Since 1872 
it had been frequently presented, but until 
now without success. a 

A law of the Methodist Church may be 
modified in two ways: A proposition may 
start from the general conference, whence 
it must go to the annual conferences and 
be indorsed by three-fourths of the latter; 
or it may start from the annual confer- 
ences and upon. indorsement by “three- 
fourths of them must receive the indorse- 
ment of the general conference. 

The proposition presented at Chicago to 
give laymen equal represchtation, origi- 
nated with the Rock River conference— 
which tncludes Chicago—less than two years 
ego, or since the last meeting of the gen- 
eral conference. fit had received the ap- 
proval of all the annual conferences. 

In the meantime, under the old order 
of things, each annual conference had 
elected two deiegates to the general con- 
ference; and in addition each had chosen 
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a set of provisional delegates, equal in 
number to the ministerial. The latter could 
rot be admitted until the general confere 
ence had passed upon the proposition. 

Unfortunately—I say unfortunately, bee 
couse it complicated the original question=— 
&® woman provisional delegate had been 
chosen from one af the annual conferences 
—Mrs. M. Y. McMahan of Griggsville, Il. 
Many members of the general conference 
who were willing to enlarge the lay repre- 
sentation were not willing to vote for the 
admission of women. It Is a very lively 
question. I am in favor of the admission 
of women to the general conference, but not 
just In that way. It looked too much like 
forcing the issue, as congressmen do when 
they put a “rider” on an apprvupriation 
bill. 

Mrs. McMahan ie a woman of fine edtuce- 
tion and pronounced influence. She believes 
in the larger sphere for women, but she 
does not belong to the so-called “shrieking 
sisterhood.” She ts a good type of the cule 
tivated Christian woman of this country.

Mrs. Smith fell {ll and after a few weeks 
of agony, during which her husband wait- 
ed on her with a constancy not often seen. 
she died. That is, she appeared to die. 
There was no question about ft In the 
doctor’s mind. The customary phenomena 
of death were present. A certificate was 
issued and an undertaker was called in. 

But for the fortunate circumstance that 
Mr. Smith was opposed to embalming, there 
would be no story to tell, 

Saved from that fate, Mrs. Smith was laid 
out in her burial robes, placed in a coffin 
and on the third day was buried in a ceme- 
tery at some distance from the home.

The shock might be fatal to her. It is 
for this reason that I have used fictitious 
names.

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ried when she became Mrs. Beach’s com- 
rade at the keyboard, but who actually 
won. and wed the first gallant young busl- 
ness man to dictate his correspondence to 
her, and thus created a precedent for all 
the romances that have combined to throw 
a hymeneal luster over the typewriter pro- 
fession. Of which more anon. 

Mrs. Beach lives with her husband in the 
village of Falls Church, which is tucked 
away among the Virginia hills beyond the 
Potomac, not far from Washington. The 
man who was the first to engage her ser- 
vices, and who is entitled to the credit of 
having invented the typewriter gir), is Lu- 
cient Stephen Crandall of Sixth avenue and 
Sixth street, Brooklyn, one of the pioneer 
typewriter inventors. 

In March, 1875, Denemore & Yost opened 
a typewriter salesroom at 707 Broadway, 
New York. Their establishment was on 
the ground floor and presented an attract- 
ive appearance. Mr. Crandall was in 
charge of the salesrooms. 

Each of these gentlemen subsequently be- 
ame the inventor of a typewriting ma- 
chine. There was a werkshop connected 
with the place and all took turns in study- 
ing the Scholes & Glidden typewriter, which 
had just been put on the market. 

When the salesroom was opened a couple 
of ladies were employed to sell machines, 
but they made no pretense of operating 
them for any purpose except that of exhi- 
bition. 

Just at this time young Henry A. Beach 
and his wife were na difficult position. He 
was a teacher, but had lost his position, and 
iliness prevented him from seeking work. 

In this emergency Mrs. Beach sall.ed out 
in seareh of employment. It so happened 
that she came under the notice of Mr. Cran- 

over his great idea 
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of training young women to take dictation 
from the public. Noting her intelligence 
and determination he offered her an engage- 
ment, and she accepted it. ; 

Mrs. Beach at once began practicing jon 
the Scholes & Glidden machine. After three 
weeks she was sufficiently expert to begin 
handling commercial matter, Her first piece 
of work was the genealogical tree of some 
family whose name has passed from her 
memory. 

Other women were added to the office 
force, until a half dozen were employed. 
Mrs. Beach, under Mr. Crandall, had charge 
of the force. There was no system of 
teaching. as at present. Each learner fol- 
lowed her own judgment and used her fin- 
gers as seemed easiest. 

Mrs. Beach was paid for her services at 
about the same rate that now prevails. She 
got 6 cents per hundred words for a single 
copy; 8 cents for two copies, and 10 cents 
per hundred words for from two to six 
copies—the maximum abtainable in those 
days. 

Plays and sermons were an important 
part of the work done by Mrs. Beach and 
her fellow copy:sts. Inventor Crandall still 
glows with pride at the skill of the first 
typewriter girl. He said to a Sunday Post- 
Dispatch reporter the other day: 

“Mrs. Beach became one of the most ex- 
pert operators in the country. It was one of 
the curiosities of New York in those days 
to see a typewriter girl. Business men never 
expected to employ them in their offices. 

“When Mrss Beach first came to work she 
knew nothing about typewriting. She was 
a clever pupil. In a few weeks her fingers 
were running rapidly over the Keys and 
making the machine hum, to the astonish- 
ment of the crowds who came into the 
store.

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“T advertised to do all kinds of copying. 
At that time it was plain to me that 
women would in a few years be employed 
in offices at correspondence. Mrs, Beach 
could do the work so quickly and enjoyed 
it so much that it was a delight to see her 
at the machine. 

““Many famous men, like Samuel J. Tilden 
and Sam Sloan, came to my store, and their 
comments on the typewriter and the type- 
writer girl were amusing. 

‘I Kept pushing the ciaims of the type- 
writer girl. Thousands of mer:thants shook 
their heads when I told them they should 
take one of my girls into an office to copy 
correspondence. Shorthand at this time 
was a rare accomplishment. 

“In a few weeks I had half a dozen girls 
learning to typewrite, and they 
good looking and cuitured.” 

This leads up to the first typewriter ro- 
mance. The story was told to the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch by both Mr. Crandall] and 
Mrs. Beach. Its heroine was Miss Kirk- 
man, the first woman operator to be hired 
after Mrs. Beach. Mr. Crandall says she 
was the most charming girl he had the 
good fortune to meet in those days. She 
was a native of the West Indfes. 

The first customer to give dictation to 
Miss Kirkman fell a victim to her charms. 
As to his identity there is a conflict of 
testimony. Mr. Crandall says his name was 
Ford, and that he was in the real estate 
business. Mrs. Beach's recollection is that 
he was a lawyer of Newark. This is Mr. 
Crandall's description of the process by 
which the young man was captivated while 
dictating to Miss Kirkman. 

“Mr. Ford watched her handsome face 
—shy, innocent and rosy. He fell in love. 
I did not blame Mr. Ford.

Mrs. Beach recalls her typewriting days 
with pleasure. 

“With a little practice,” she sald to & 
Sunday Post-Dispatch correspondent, “I can 
do as good work now as at any time. I 
liked the work. I could write as rapidly as 
any in New York. 

“But the machines of those days did not 
permit the speed now attained. Tne @e- 
pression of the keys was considerable and 
prevented rapidity. The carriage had te 
be drawn back with the foot. Sometimes 
the movement would break the cord. 

“The machines were continually getting 
out of alignment and we were required 
to keep our own typewriters straight. I 
became so proficient that I could almost 
manufacture a machine. Keeping one 18 
order Was a great ordeal. 

“At one time a Treasury Department of- 
ficial came to New York with a list of 
dies and plates used by banking Institue 
tions which he desired copied. There was 
no one in the Treasury Department who 
could operate a typewriter. He urged me 
to come to Washington and take employe 
ment under the government. 

“Mr. Beach was the first man sent out 
from the salesrooms to a position. While 
still suffering from filnese he learned to 
use a machine in 18%. R. G. Dun & Co. 
desired typewriters in their Philade!phia 
offices, and Mr. Beach was sent there. 
He was the first operator who used a ma- 
chine on thelr correspondence. 

“In the autumn of 1875.1 followed my 
husband to Philadelphia and relieved him 
on the typewriter, while he took a desk. 
We remained in these positions for five 
years. 

“While I was in Philadelphia the Treae«- 
ury Department made another effort to 
engage me.”’ 

Mrs. Beach gave up typewriting many 
years ago. Her husband is now employed 
in the Pension Bureau.

OOD BENSON, who was engineer

The co-operation of the teacher and the Parent means that the. 


former should realize that she has some responsibility for the child 
in the school, and the latter some responsibility for it outside as well 
as inside the schoolroom. This co-operation means the working to- 
gether in training fr real manhood and real womanhood, and if you 
can arouse the public to a sense of its responsibility to the school you 
Will have laid the foundation for the training for real manhood and 
womanhood. 

This is the foundation, and the second thing to be done is to realize 
our responsibility as parents for the organization, the social and polite 
ical centrol of the school. We should not feel that the political organe 
ization and shaping of the school coagjcerns nobody except the teachers 
and beard of education. It is something that belongs to the whole- 
community. The fundamental principle of the American school sys- 
tem ic self-education, and the wonder is, therefore, not that we make 
so many blunders, but that we make so few. On the whole, the whole 
school system, in its purpose of popular education, is;unsurpassed in 
the world. And parents ought to learn and know about that school 
eystem, if not by actual study of it themselves, then in following the 
leadership of those who have made a careful study of it. The inertia 
of parents ought to be*overcome. 

Then there should be in the school something more than merely 
inte.iectual training. It is not enough that the school should teach 
the three Rs. There is another R that needs adding, namely, right- 
ecusSness. 

The development of character is the greatest thing in education, 
and while this development is now carried on through the personal 
influence of teachers, it is not recognized as part of the school system, 
‘The teacher must get it in any way she can. The merely competitive 
examination for teachers is not sufficient, for while this system ex- 
cludes those incompetent to teach, it does not always include those 
whose vital force brought into the school would mean the making of 
better men and better women. The Bible on the desk is not enough, 

ant the woman behind the Bible with righteousness in her heart 
exert her influence in behalf of righteousness. 
am not advocating catechetical instruction by Catholic, Lutheran 
ongregational ministers after the school session ends, for character 
grows not that way. The teachers put into the public schools should 
not alone be of good moral character, but possess the force to carry 
that miora) character into the hearts and minds of the children tn their 
charge. Parents and teachers can co-operate to bring about relations 
that will resu!t in the making of true men and true women. 
ln ae We who are interested in the schools and their improvement must 
in all art by those who are looking for it. not forget that the schools were made for the children and not for 
the teachers, and that character building, not merely intellectual edu- 
cation, should be the result accomplished.

County, Kentucky, where he was born Mav 
7, 1848. He was edveated at the Missouri 
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stone skeleton for ten minutes and then 
returned to the trail.

never been matched since the days of Robin 
Hood. Many of the warriors were ouat- 
laws fram their own tribes, and their boys 
of from 12 to 18 were the worst and most 
vicious of all. They were clad in such a 
way asa to be continually disguised. Masses 
of grass, bunches of weeds, twigs or small 
boughs were fastened under their hatbands 
very profusely, and also upon their shauld- 
ers and backs. Their clothing was trimmed 
in such @ way that when lying upon the 
ground if a bunch of grass or at the head 
of a ravine, if they remained perfectly still 
it wae as impossible to discern them as if 
thev had been a bird or a serpent. It was 
in this way that they were enabled to 
commit their worst crimes. An unsuspect- 
ing ranchman or miner going along a Yoad 
or trail would pass within a few feet of 
these concealed Apaches and the first inti- 
mation he would have of thelr presence 
woulda be a bullet through his heart or 
brain. 

It was aga'nst such merciless and wily 
savages as these that the Government be- 
gan to organize for a war of extermina- 
tian fifteen years ago. Geronimo, Natchez 
ind Mangus started on their last warpath 


in May, 188, committing brutal murders and

He has 
through an X-ray examina- 
and has been notified by his physi- 
to prepare for a surgical operation 
that is held to be so serious that the Gov- 
ernor has been engaged for several] days in 
the solemn duty of putting his earthly af- 
fairs in order. 

And yet he Insists that he will attend 
the Illinols State Republican convention at 
Peoria this week before submitting him- 
self to the surgeon’s knife. in faat has 
argued so successfully that his physicians 
may postpone the ordeal until after the 
convention. 

At the executive mansion in Springfield 
Gov. Tanner is reported to be unusually 
cheerful, although fully appreciating 
condition, and his friends say he is man- 
ifesting the courage which has on many 
other occasions characterized him. It is 
hoped his cheerfulness and his bravery will 
help him through the final ordeal. 

Gov. Tanner’s career has been remark- 
able, not only beeaunse of the humbie be- 
rinning and the tragedy which overshad- 
owed his public life at its start, but be- 
cause of his successes, which followed each 
other with startling and unremitting rap- 
idity ta this day. 

It is a most unusual thing for a very 
poor and humble farmhand, additionally 
handicapped by the fact that killed a 
man and fer one year was a fugitive from 
justice-although needlessly he had run 
éway—to finally be brought back to his 
home, be twice tried for murder, and after 
acquittal should at once plunge into poli- 
ties, becoming sheriff, circuit clerk, State 
Senator, State Treasurer, United States 
marshal, assistant United Sfates treasurer 
end finally governor of a great State. 

Put this is a bird's-eye view of Gov. Tan- 
ner’s career. It reads like fiction. It is, 
in fact, public history. 

Perhaps the most impressive feature of 
Gov. Tanner’s personality, aside from his 
tall, gaunt figure, is his eyes. They are 
~ery large, very wide open and very lu- 
miinous. Overshadowed by long, dark eye- 
lashes and heavy black eyebrows, they yet 
fairly shine, especially when the governor 
is deeply in earnest. 

His face may properly be classified as 
eclemn. Its lines have all the downward 
curves of a man woose troughts have been 
introspective and whose early life has been 
one lomg tragedy. It is the face of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, without at all resembing 
l.incoln’s except as to wearing a burden 
of sorrow. 

In his frequent visits to St. Louls, Gov. 
Tanner made himself the friend cf all news- 
He received them courte- 
ously at all hotrs, gave them all the in- 
formation he conscientiously could and met 
them always with the appreciation of the 
fact that both were public servants. No 
reporier ever went away from Gov. Tan- 
ner without something in the way of news 
for his paper. 

And yet apparently the governor never 
sought notoriety. On many occasions, even, 
he refused to register, but when his pres- 
ence did become known he never ran away 
or denied himself to any who had busi- 
ress with him. 

He has many Méssourl friends who have 
long been personally interested in his 
reer. Among them are Staphen R. Apper- 
son of St. Louis, ex-Speaker John W. Far- 
ris of Laclede County end ex-Representa- 
tive J. H. Bothwell of Sedalia, all of whom 
knew him in his early and tragic davs in 
Clay County, [11., just after the civil war.

‘“‘Tanner’s methods were very simple. He 
had no money and besides in those days 
money was én unknown quantity in coun- 
ty politics. He just seemed to be natural- 
ly a friend to everybody. He talked smvoth- 
ly and well. He didn’t say much, but what 
he did say counted and he never had a 
bad word for anybody. 

“Back of all that he was a good organ- 
izer. Political organization is a very com 
mon thing nowadays, but at that time it 
was unusual for a man to have his friends 
drilled to be lieutenants. And Tanner con- 
ducted his campaign with all the tactics 
cf a general in the field. He never made 
any speeches. He just worked systemati- 
cally and quietly. 

“I remember that at about the time he 
became sheriff he got interested in a Meth- 
odist revival that was in progress in Flora 
and he joined the church. Thereafter he 
was a regular attendant, with his wife. 

“I never saw Tanner take a drink of 
liquor but once in my life. He and I had 
business together at Springfield and on the 
day after our arrival he complained of iil- 
ness and went into a drug store, where the 
clerk gave him a drink of rye whisky. In 
his county campaigns he stayed away from 
saloons, but when thrown into the society 
of drinking men he made himself agree- 
eble, not by drinking, but by joining in the 
merriment.

Understand, that when 
I lived in Flora I was a Democrat and op 
posed to Tanner; when I moved to -Mis- 
scuri I soon became a Republican.’ 

John Riley Tanner was born in Warric 
County, Indiana, in 1844, in a lIog cabin 
near Booneville. While a small boy he at- 


once afterwards, he

in Philadelphia.

Mother Chrone, now over 84 years of age, 
is sturdy and agile, and has a dignified, al- 
most stately, manner, which commands in- 
Stant respect. 

“Yes, | am going to rejoin my son,”’ she 
said. “I have not seen him for 40 years, and 
he is totally blind, but I am sure he will 
know me. In the glorious prospect of again 
clasping to my mother’s heart the little lad 
who was stolen from me almost half a 
century ago I have forgotten all the mis- 
eriles and sufferings of the past 2 years, 
and seem to be only just beginning my life. 

“Although the greatest part of my life has 
been passed in England and Amertea, I am 
an Arabian by birth, and am the daughter 
of a noble and wealthy family. but for 
exceptional circumstances I never should 
have come to the Occident, but should have 
leisurely droned out my life in my native 
land, living the easy, indolent, comfort- 
loving life of an Arabian of wealth and 
quality, instead of being buffeted around 
the new world, and euffering miseries such 
as it has been the misfortune of but few 
women to know., 

“My father had never enjoyed robust 
health, and when I was only 16 our doctor 
Suggested to him that unless he escaped 
the enervating’ influence of the tropical cli- 
mate of Arabia he could not live long; con- 
sequently a sea voyage was ordered, and, 
my mother having died when I was a mere 
child, I accompanied him, and together we 
Visited France, Germany, Spain and other 
European countries, and finally concluded 
our tour by a visit to England. 

“I had been carefully educated at home 
by the best obtainable tutors, but, arriving 
in London, my father thought a good 
chance offered to perfect my English dur- 
ing our stay, and so a teacher was -en- 
gaged—William Qhrone, a talented scholar 
and instructor at’a noted London echool, 
Il was voung and impressionabie, and Mr. 


Ohrone was handsome and talented. The 
result was inevitable.

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+ TWO VIEWS OF THE ERSKIN KILLING. 
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A Tragedy in the Life of Gov. Tanner. 


By D.C. Hagle, Ex-Prosecuting 
Attorney of Clay County, 
Who Attended the Trial.

ing the unfortunate difficulty

briefly the absolute facts as they ap- 
peared in evidence at the trial. 

‘In February, 1867, Mr. Tanner and 
one Jim Rusk engaged in a fight in 
which Rusk was worsted. Tom Erskin, 
a brother-in-law of Rusk, took up tne 
quarrel, and to several persons on dif- 
ferent oecasians threatened that he 
would kill Tanner. In June, 1847, Tan- 
ner. with others, was notified to work 
on the publ.c bh ghways. Before the day 
for working Tanner was apprised from 
several sources that Erskin was say-~- 
ing that he would “io Tanner up’ that 
day, and Tanner's friends became 
alarmed and endeavored to dissuade 
him from going updn the road at all. 

“Tanner had recently returned from 
the army, and replied that he Was as 
much in duty bound to go as though he 
had been detailed on picket guard in 
the army, and that he would not be 
driven from the performance of a pub- 
lic. duty. John Ferguson, a man who 
had served in the army with Tanner, 
of his own accord Went to Tanner and 
slipped into his pocket a smal! four- 
barrel Sharp’s pistal, two-inch bar- 
rel, self-cocker, Tanner went upon the 
road the next day with the pistol in 
his pocket and worked all day. 

“When the day’s work was done 
Tanner got into a two-horse wagon 
with two of h.s neighbars—Joe Martin 
and George Luse—and the three 
started home together in the wagon, 
Martin, the owner of the team, driv- 
ing. On the way; some 200 yards in 
advance of the wagon, they saw Tom 
Erskin and his two brothers-in-law— 
Jim and John Rusk—and Jacab Moots 
standing by the roadside, each with a 
chopping ax in h‘s hands. 

“When the wagon had come to where 
the four men were standing Erskin or- 
dered the driver to stop, and he did so. 
Erskin at once began to threaten and 
move toward the wagon, and Martin 
started the team. Erskin then drew the 
ax. and it was apparent that he wouid 
hurl it into the wagon. Tanner jumped 
over the seatboard toward fhe hind 
gate of the wagon, Erskin hurled the 
ax with both hands. Tanner dodged it 
by falling down in the wagon bax, and 
as he fell he fired. 

“The poli of the ax grazed the top of 
Tanner's head and over him. 
The bit of the ax struck George Luse 
in the back, cutting a gash 12 inches 
long, and completely severing the 
shoulder blade. The ax bounded on 
over and fell by the side of the horses, 

“The ball from the pistol struck Er- 
skin on the left nipple, struck a rib, 
and glanced out, inflicting a slight 
flesh wound, When Luse was struck 
with the ax he fell forward on the 
lines, and that. stopped the horses. 
Martin jerked the lines from under him 
and hurriedly started the team. 

Erskin ran after the wagon, picked 
up ihe ax and was again in the act of 
¢hrowing it, being closer to the wagon 
than when he had first thrown, when 
Tanner fired the second shot. Erskin 
fell with the drawn ax and died soon 
after. Erskin had followed the wagon 
6%) feet from where he first ordered the 
driver to stop to where he fell. 

‘“‘Luse was 30 shocked and so terribly 
wounded that he had little recallec- 
tion of what did_ take place, and 
thought and corfPiained a long time 
that Tanner d shot him, and, as a 
witness, amounted to nothing either 
way. Moots, who was with brskin, died 
within a short time and befare the first 
trial. 

“Martin and the two Rusks were 
the witnesses, defendants at that time 
not being allowed by law to testify. 

“On the first trial the jury brought 
in a verdict of manslaughter.” Judee 
Canby, now of Olney, then on the 
bench, promptly set aside the verdict— 
not on any technicality, but on the 
broad ground that it was against the 
law and the evidence. On a second trial 
the jury was not out over two min- 
utes and brought in a verdict of not 
guilty. The first trial was had in Oc- 
tober, 1868; at the April term, 1869, the 
people continued; and the final trial 
was had in October, 1569. 

“Mr. Tanner never at any time asked 
for a continuance, but was always 
ready for trial. H's acquittal met with 
universal approbation, and pr 
nounce] Was feeling In his favor 
that he was elected sheriff of the 
ty in 187, just one year from 
quittal. In 1872 he was elected elerk of 
the Cireult Court and In 188) state sen- 
ator from the Farty-fourth D strict. 

“Mr. Tanner and Jim Rusk the 
only survivors of those who saw the 
unfortunate affair, and I might here 
say that Jim Rusk !s now a firm and 
fast friend of Tanner. 

“I bave given you theee facta from 
personal knowledge. I heard borh trials 
and have known Mr. Tanner intimate- 
ly ever since.”’ 

R. 8S. Canby, who was the fudgee be- 
fore whom Mr, Tanner was tried. cor- 
roborates Mr. Hagle's statement, as 
follows: 
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“Olney, Ii., Aug. 17, 18%—D. C. 
Hagle: Yours of the l4th inst. is re- 
ceived. I have read your statement: of 
the facts as they appeared in evidence 
on the trial in the case of the Peaple 
vs John R. Tanner. Your statement is 
correct In every particular. I was on 
the bench in Clay Caunty and tried 
the case. 1 set aside the first verdict. 
whieh was “Guilty of manslaughter,” 
on the first trial, on the ground that 
it was against the law and the evi- 
dence. 

“Mr. Tanner was aseailed by the man 
he killed with a deadly weapon, and 
defended himself in the only way he 
could—by slaying bis adversary. It was 
a ciear case of justifiable homicide. I so 
regarded it at the time and have seen 
no reason to change my opinan. All 
who are acquainted with D. C. Hagle 
know that he is morally Incapable of 
making @ false statement. Yours truly,

OM’ ERSKIN was a rough 
man; quarrelsome and dan- 

«erous. It was not an un- 
saving among those who 
knew him well, that he would surely 
some day get himeelf Killed. 

‘He was a famous woodchopper and 
an expert in the lumberman’s favorite 
pastime. It does not clearly appear 
what was the’ occasion of his grudge 
against Tanner, other than an unset- 
tled account between them, concerning 
which they disagreed. 

“ ‘Nrskine had had hostile feelings 
to Tanner for years,’ says Rusk. ‘He 
sort of wanted to boss Tanner, and 
Tanner would not be bossed.’ His feel- 
ing was such, however, that he freely 
threatened Tanner's life. Rusk heard 
him do so, as did also Joseph Ware, 
Charlies Cash and William Beard, Jr. 
Tanner was warned by various persons 
that Erskin was using abusive and 
threatening language concerning him. 
John E. Ferguson swears that he had 
been’ told of Erskin's threats, repeated 
them to Tanner, and advised him not 
to meet Erskin on the day appainted 
for open'ng the new road through 
Buck Creek timber, from Rusk’s 
homestead past Erskin’s home to Webb 
McCauley’s place. Tanner replied that 
it was as much his duty to obey an 
order to work om the road as if he had 
been ordered to go on the skirmish 
line in battle, and ga he would. He 
went. Erskin had demanded that he 
should go and bring his account book 
with him, so that they could settle 
their account, The two men worked 
part of the time side by side, handling 
the same logs, but did not speak, 

“The hour arrived for quitting tail. 
Erskin walked back to his house, ac- 
companied by ‘Jim’ Rusk, his broth- 
er-in-law, and Jacob Moots. Erskin 
said that he meant to have a settie- 
ment with Tanner and there would 
probably be a fight. He did not want 
them to take any hand In it, but te see 
fair play. He went into the house and 
told his wife that he expected to have 
a fight with Tanner, but that she must 
not be frightened, since he beleved 
that he could whip him. He stood his 
ax behind a tree. where it would be 
within easy reach. They walted half 
an hour for Tanner to come by. 

“After Prskin had started home Mar- 
tin harnessed his team to the wagon. 
George Lusk and Jahn Tanner took 
a seat wth him. Martin drove. The 
question then arose Whether to take 
the new road back, past Erskin’'s 
house, or some other way. By the new 
road the distance was only a mile and 
a half, the other way around it was 
nearly four miles, Tanner said that if 
they did not go by the new road Erskin 
would think he was afraid of him. 
They went by the new road. When 
they were w thin about fifty yards of 
the house they saw Erskin, Rusk and 
Moots standing in front of the fence, 
by the tree, and about eight or ten feet 
from the spot where the wagon must 
pass. 

“Martin said: “There ts going to be 
trouble.” He proposed to put the whip 
to his team and run by at full speed. 

“Tanner said: ‘You'll do nothing of 
the kind. Drive by in the ord.nary 
way.’ 

“Erskin put up one hand and stopped 
the team, saying that he wanted a set- 
tlement of his account with Tanner 
right then and there, to whieh Tan- 
ner assented. Both men took out their 
account books and compared the items, 
checking them off, untill they reached 
the item in dispute between them. The 
amount of it is unimportant. John 
Tanner said:

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HE careless man, blessed with a goal 
head of hair, probably thinks of a 
“toupee”’’ as a vanity. But a ‘‘tou- 

pee” artist whose business it is to know 
@ll about the article he manufactures says: 

‘“Toupees are made more than ever as 
@ remedy for neuralgia. Physicians have 
moted that when the top of the head is void 
of covering there is apt to be aimost chronic 
neuralgia. 

There are just two ways to protect the 
head in such cases, one is the constant 
wearing of a skull-cap and the other is to 
have a well-made toupee, which, if art's- 
tically made, cannot possibly be detected. 

“Furthermore, when partial baidness Its 
due to a lack of nutrition of the hair folll- 
clea the wearing of a toupee gives the 
Starved roots a chance to receive proper 
tonic treatment, for in order to wear a 
Roupee the head must be shaved and if 
the head, when shaved closely, is properly 
massaged the growth of the hair is stim- 
ulated. 

When a man has decided that he will don 
@ toupee he sends for a wigmaker wha 
makes a paper pattern for the base. This 
base is made of silk gauze. When cut it is 
etretched over the form and tacked to it. 
One, two or three strands, of the hair 
which has been carefully matched to the 
shade, is then held in the left hand, after 
having been slightly bent, and an instru- 
mnt like @ very fine crochet needle is passed 
through one of the tiny holes in the meshes 
of the gauze. This needle then catches on 
its hooked end the hair, which is drawn 
through and the free ends are passed 
through a loop. The free ends are then filat- 
tened down. The work requires great skill! 
and greater patience, as it takes three days 
and about 30.000 strands of ha'r to make an 
ordinary toupee 

When the last hair has been tied in po- 
Bition the loose ends are cut to a feathered 
edge, so that they will blend with natura! 
hair of the head without showing any line 
Around the outline of the base a piece of 
@ilk is stitched, and, tn places called ‘“‘wax- 
@pots,’’ this silk tape is made wider. The 
purpose of the “‘wax-spots’’ is to hold the 
small pieces of wax, which serve to keep 
the toupee in position. 

A toupee will cost from $2 to $3. The 
stock hair comes for the most part from 
Paris and Berlin and casts from $8 to $14 
@ half kilo. 

In matching the hair in the first instance 
@ good topeemaker will always select the 
ertifigial hair a shade or so darker, for the 
lack of naturel nutriment causes it to fade 
alightly. |

ere have a set of three, one of which Is 
reserved in case of accident. One !s worn 
from day to day and the third ts left at 
the wigmakers to be cleaned with naphtha.

HE Agricultural Department, which is 
4% constantly looking for something new 
and useful] in the way of plant life to 
dntroduce into this country, is at present ex- 
perimenting with two var-eties of ever-bear- 
ing strawberries received from France 
through Mr. W. T. Swingle, a representa- 
tive in that country. Of late years the 
cultivation of ever-bearing strawberries in 
France has been given some impetus by the 
origination of several very valuable new 
varieties by Abbe Thivolet, a country curate 
in Saone-et-Lo.-re. 

For many years this savant has been ex- 
perimenting with different kinds of straw- 
berries. Finally, in 1896, after patient work, 
he obtained the variety known as “Saint 
Joseph,” and in 1898 he orginated the 
“Saint-Antoine de Padone.”’ Plants of these 
¢wo varieties, with several others secured 
by Secretary Wilson for comparison were 
turned over to the division of pomology to 
De distributed among its correspondents for 
experiment. 

Nat Wetzel of St. Louls is one of those 
who is experimenting with these new plants 
for the government. In March Mr. Wetzel 
received several hundred of these ever- 
baring strawberry vines from Secretary 
Wilson, and had them set out near League 
City, Tex., where the climate is conducive 
to the growth and fruition of such plants. 
It is too soon to be able to judge yet wheth- 
er the new varieties will be a success in 
this country or not. If they can be made 
to thrive here they will be of great value 
to producers. 

The “Saint Joseph” was the first ever- 
bearing variety originated by Abbe Thivo- 
Jet. It {s also said to be the first truly ever- 
bearing, large-fruited strawberry ever ob- 
tained. However that may be, it has had 
@ great success in France, having been 
awarded the highest premium by the Na- 

tional. Society of Horticulture. This variety

produces fruit from May until the end of 
October in the latitude of Paris. The berries 
are. frequently an inch in d‘ameter and 
sometimes an inch and one-half. They are 
of a deep red color throughout, are firm in 
texture, juicy and of the first quality. Cut- 
ting the runners in the summer time in- 
creases the growth of the fruit; and, if 
planted at once after being cut, these run- 
ners often bear fruit the first year. 

The “Saint-Antoine de Padone’’ was ob- 
tained by crossing the ‘Saint Joseph'’ with 
the large-fruited English Royal Sover- 
eign. The fruit of th's sort is larger than 
that of the “St. Joseph,” is firm, a good 
keeper and has an excellent flavor. Unlike 
the fruit of the “Saint Joseph,”’ the «lus- 
ters of berries of the “Saint Antoine” stand 
erect and do not require support. This 
the newest and most remarkable of 
large-fruited ever-bearing strawberries. 

There are nine other varieties of French 
ever-bear'ng strawberries, but none Ssu- 
perior to the two named. These varieties 
are the Red Alpine, White Alpine, Improved 
Red, Alpine, Red Bush <Alp’ne, White Bush 
Alpine, Louis Ganthier, “Belle de Meaux” 
Alpine, the James Alpine and the Leo XIII. 
The last named is the aldest var_ety of the 
large ever-bearing strawberries. 


“Strawberries,” says Mr. Wetzel. “‘have 
been on the market here for some time, but 
early in the season they were so expensive 
that only those well provided w'th the al- 
mighty dollar could afford to indulge in 
them, even occasionally. The time of plenty 
is near at hand, however, when that del'- 
cious berry will be within the reach of all. 
They are getting more plentiful every day 
and consequently cheaper, and can soon be 
obtained at a reasonable price. 

Strawberries are the first of the many 
varieties of small fruits to ripen. as we!l 
ag the first fruit of the season that can be 
served fresh or in its natural condition. 
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pensive that only epicures and invalids with 
fat pocketbooks can afford the luxury. 
“The first strawberries are received here 
in time for ThanksgfVing Day, and come 
from California They continue to come 
from the Pacific coast until after New 
Year's. but are so expensive that they have 
but little demand, and consequently are 
to seen around the ordinary markét.

Many 
crates have been received here this year, 
and were readily disposed of. 

“After Florida's, the next berries to come 
to this market are those from Texas, Louis- 
jana, Mississippi, Tennessee and Arkansaé. 
They are received from these states in the 
order named, the fruit in the more north- 
ern states ripening latest. Ae the distance 
between the points of production and con- 
sumption are reduced, transportation 
charges are lessened, the price of the ber- 
ries is cheapened and the demand naturally 
increases, 
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given to the raising of them there. 


“Italians are employed in the strawberry 
fields of the Lone Star State. They take 
infinite pains with their work and as a re- 
sult the berr'es from there are among the 
finest to be had. These Italians patiently 
weave straw in under the vines so that the 
berries are kept above the ground, thus 
rendering them free from sand and unwont- 
ed moisture. This process is called mulch- 
ing and if it were followed more generally 
by growers e'sewhere they would obtain 
better resuits for their labor.

While the first 
berries of the Missouri crop come in at this 
time, they are not available in quantities 
until the peginning of June. 

“At present about the last of the crop 
from Texas is com'ng in and Arkansas i8 
just beginning to ship. The first berries 
from Arkansas are Michel's early, which 
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“Fully one-half of the strawberries con- 
sumed in St. Louls are grown in adjoining 
counties. The berries raised in this vicin- 
ity have a widespread reputation and are 
among the finest to be found in the country. 
When the season is at its height the peo- 
ple of this and Surrounding cities cannot 
consume the great quantities of berries 
brought in by the farmers, and large ship- 
ments of the surplus are made to different 
points in the United States and Canada. 

““Michet’s early is the first variety to 
ripen in Missouri. This is soon fol.owed by 
numerous other kinds, such as the Down- 
ing, Cumberiand, Crescent, Bubach, Lady 
Thompson and Noonan. Of these. the 
Downing and Crescent are the finest, and 
consequently the most saleabie of all. After 
them come the Cumberland and Bubach, 
notable for their great size.” 

During the busiest part of the berry sea- 
son, local dealers ship from five to eight 
refrigerator cars of the fruit daily to other 
markets... A carload ‘consists of 500 cases 
and each case contains 24 quart boxes. 
This indicates shipments of 100.000 boxes 
and as fully that many more boxes of 
fruit are consumed here, the total] daily 
supply is about 200,000 quarts. As the aver- 
age price at that time is about 6 cents a 
box, the growers of this vicinity get $10,000 
a day for their berries when the season is 
at its height. 

Late in the season strawberries § are 
brought here from Michigan and Colorado 
but there is little demand for them. Tho 
berry season here is so long and the crop 
so plentiful that almost everybody gets 
Ured of the fruit and have had a sufficiency 
by the time the home supply gives out.
